Section  1.  The  Trustees  of  the  village  of  Waukesha,  ^"""•'^^  ^ 
are  hereby  authorized  to  raise  by  tax  upon  the  taxable^*"* 
property  of  said  village,  assessed,  valued  and  prescribed 
in  tne  assessment  Boll  made  out  in  August  last,  by  the 
AjBoesBOTs  of  said  village,  and  equalized  and  completed  by 
the  Trustees  pursuant  to  the  Act  incorporating  said  vil- 
lage. Such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  de  ots  of  said 
Corporation,  not  exceeding  four  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the 
Taloation  of  said  assessment  Eoll,  and  all  the  tax  lists 
made  out  from  said  assessment  Roll,  for  the  building  of 
aide-walks  in  said  village,  and  the  return  of  the  same  by 
the  street  Commissioner  pursuant  to  said  Act  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  legal  and  valid;  and  the  Trustees  are 
hereby  authorized  to  enter  the  unpaid  taxes  so  returned, 
on  the  aforesaid  assessment-roll  as  required  by  Sec.  thirty- 
seven,  of  the  Act  incorporating  said  village. 

Sec.  2.    In  case  the  tax  on  any  lot  or  other  parcel  of  LictoMtf  «k 
land  on  the  aforesaid  assessment  Boll  shall  remain  unpaid  P^t<^>««* 
on  the  first  day  of  April,  1853,  it  shall  be  Uie  duty  ox  the 
Treaanrer  of  said  village  to  proceed  to  advertize  and  sell 
the  same  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  Act  incoipon^ 
ting  said  village  of  Waukesha.

I%e  people  of  the  State  of  Wisoonsin,  r^esented  in 
Senate  ana  Assembly,  do  enact  asfoUows : 

SsanoH  1.  That  all  such  persons  as  shall  become  Stock 
holders  to  the  capital  stock  nereinafter  mentioned,  their 
successors  and  assigns  shall  be  and  are  hereby  constituted 
and  made  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
stile  of  the  "  Menomonee  Locomotive  Manufacturing  Com-

ballots  instead  ol  four ;  and  annually  thereafter  there  shall 
be  elected  in  said  City  three  Justices  of  the  Peace  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  two  years  respectively.  There  shall 
also  be  elected  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  in  each  year, 
by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  first  and  second  wards,  one 
Supervisor,  and  in  like  manner  by  the  qualified  electors  of 
the  third  and  fourth  wards,  one  Supervisor  to  represent 
said  City  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Jefiferson  county, 
and  in  like  manner  by  the  qnalified  electors  of  the  fiftn 
and  sixth  wards  one  Supervisor  to  represent  the  said  City 
in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Dodge  county,  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  like  powers  as  the  several  towns  are  re- 
prraented. 

Sec.  5.    The  first  election  of  City  officers  under  this  Act,  Mode  of  «». 
diall  be  holden  at  such  places  in  each  ward,  as  the  •*  Pre-  d»icting  eleo- 
rident  and  Trustees"  of  the  village  of  Watertown  may  ap-  ***"•• 
point    The  electors  present  at  each  of  said  places  of  hold- 
ing the  election,  shall  choose  three  electors  of  the  respec- 
ti?e  ward,  inspectors  of  the  election,  who  shall  perform  all 
file  duties  and  be  governed  by  like  rules  and  regnlations 
as  are  prescribed  for  inspection  of  town  elections ;  and  an- 
nually thereaAier,  the  Aldermen  of  the  respective  wards, 
and  some  person  to  be  selected  by  them,  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  inspectoiB  of  the  election,  and  in  case  of  the  al^Qale 
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Bence  or  inability  to  servo,  of  either  or  both  of  the  Alder- 
men, in  any  ward,  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  some  proper 
person  or  persons  to  act  as  such  inspectors.  The  said  in- 
spectors in  each  ward,  shall,  within  five  days  thereafter, 
make  a  full  and  faithful  return  of  the  votes  cast  at  the 
election  and  file  the  same  in  tlie  office  of  the  City  ClerL 
Sec.  6.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  must  be  freeholder!! 
witliin  the  City  limits,  and  each  of  the  Aldermen  must 
reside  within  the  ward  for  which  they  were  elected,  and 
all  other  officers  elected  by  virtue  of  this  Act  must  be  re- 
sidents of  the  ward  for  which  they  were  elected ;  and  no 
person  shall  hold  any  office  either  by  election  or  appoint- 
ment, unless  he  is  a  qualified  elector  agreeable  to  the  laws 
of  this  State.  The  City  Treasurer  betore  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  execute  to  the  City  Council  a 
What  officers  bond,  in  such  penal  sum  as  said  Council  may  direct,  with 
to  execute  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  by  them  approved,  for  the  safe 
keeping  and  disbursement  af  all  moneys  coming  into  his 
hands  as  such  Treasurer,  and  also  for  the  faithful  perfor- 
mance of  his  official  duties.  And  each  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  Superintendent  and  Constable,  elected  by  virtue 
hereof,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices  shall 
execute  such  bonds  as  are  prescribed  by  law  for  said  offi- 
cers in  towns,  which  bonds  shall  also  be  approved  by  said 
Council ;  and  the  Marshal  elected  by  virtue  hereof,  shall 
also  be  required  to  give  bonds  with  such  sureties  and  in 
such  s^im  as  said  Council  shall  determine ;  and  all  officers 
elestedor  appointed  by  virtue  hereof,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath 
or  affirmation  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  and  faithfully  toper- 
form  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  which  oath  or 
affirmation,  together  with  all  official  bonds,  shall  be  filed 
in  the  Cletk's  Office,  except  those  of  Justices  of  the  Peace, 
which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Court 
of  the  counties  of  Jeflferson  and  Dodge. 
Sec.  7.  The  Mayor  shall  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive 
Povets  of  the  officer  and  head  of  the  Police  of  the  city.  It  shall  be  his 
major.  duty  to  recommend  in  writing  to  the  city  Council,  such 

measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient ;  he  shall  keep  tlio 
seal  of  said  city,  sign  all  commissions,  licenses  and  per- 
mits which  may  be  granted  by  the  city  Council,  he  snail 
endeavor  to  maintain  peace  and  good  order,  and  see  that 
the  laws  of  the  State  and  Ordinances  of  the  city  are  ob- 
served and  executed,  he  shall  have  the  power  to  adminis- 
ter oaths  or  affirmations,  and  to  take  ana  certify  acknowl-

edg^ent  of  Deeds  and  other  instramentB  in  writing;  as  a 
judicial  officer  he  shall  hare  power,  and  by  giving  the 
Bonds  required  by  Law,  may  exercise  the  jurisdiction  of 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  to  prevent  or  suppress  riot  or 
other  public  disturbance,  he  may  appoint  as  many  special 
constables  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  8.    The  members  of  the  city  Council  shall,  on  the  p^Mident  tf 
first  Monday  after  their  election^  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  th*  citjcoua^ 
may  be  practicable,  assemble  and  elect  faom  their  own  ^- 
boay  a  President  to  preside  in  their  meetings  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  Mayor ;  and  a  majority  of  all  Sie  membera 
shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business ; 
esch  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  the  Mayor 
fihsll  preside  at  all  meetings,  if  present,  and  shall  have  a 
casting  vote  and  no  other.    In  case  of  a  vacancv  in  the  Toaet  u  asf^ 
office  of  Mayor,  or  of  liis  being  unable  to  per&rm  the  <»"^c«i*«^ 
duties  of  his  ofl5ce  by  temporary  absence  or  sickness,  the  ^'^^•'^^' 
President  of  the  city  Council  shall  be  vested  with  all  the        ' 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  Mayor,  until  the 
Mayor  shall  resume  his  office,  or  the  vacancy  be  filled  by 
a  new  election. 

Sec.  9.  The  city  Council  shall  have  power  to  preserve  ^pwtn  of  tht 
order  and  propriety  in  its  proceedings,  and  to  punish  in  ®**^  <»*»*1- 
a  summary  manner,  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  all  dis- 
orderly or  disrespectful  conduct  in  its  presence ;  and  also 
to  compel  by  pecuniary  penalties  the  attendance  of  its 
members.  They  shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  keep  a  journal  thereof,  which  shall  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  any  citizen  at  all  reasonable  times 
and  hours,  and  prescribe  the  time  and  fix  the  place  of 
holding  their  meetings,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
to  the  public. 

Sec.  10.  The  Mayor,  each  and  every  Alderman,  Mar-  Offlc^ra  cflf  At 
shal  or  Deputy  Marshal,  each  and  every  Justice  of  the  P**^ 
Peace,  Municipal  Judge  and  Constable  of  said  city,  shall 
be  officers  of  the  peace,  and  suppress  in  a  summary  man- 
ner all  rioting  and  disorderly  behavior,  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  the  Ordinances  of  said  city  or  the  Laws 
of  tius  State,  within  the  limits  of  said  ciiv,  and  for  such 
purposes  may  cammand  the  assistance  of  all  bystanders, 
ana  if  need  be  of  all  citizens  and  military  companies ; 
and  if  any  fuch  bystanders,  military  officer  or  j>nvate  of 
sneh  Company,  shall  refuse  to  aid  in  maintaining  the 
peace  when  so  reqaired,  such  person  shall  forfeit  ana  pay 
such  jBne  as  may  be  preseribea  by  Ordinance  of  the  cit^ooQle 
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Council,  or  the  Laws  of  this  State  in  such  ease  made  an4 
provided. 

Sec.  11.  The  Marshal  shall  possess  all  the  powers  of  a 
Powers  of  th«  Constable  of  towns,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities, 
jfgi^kujl.  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  execute  and  return  all  writs  and 
processes  to  him  directed  by  the  Mayor,  and  when  neces- 
sary in  criminal  cases,  or  for  the  violation  of  any  Ordi- 
nance of  said  city  or  laws  of  this  State,  may  pursue  and 
serve  the  same  in  any  part  of  the  State  of  W  isconsin.  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  suppress  all  riots,  disturbances  and 
breaches  of  the  peace,  to  apprehend  any  person  in  the 
act  of  committing  any  offence  against  any  Ordinance  of 
said  citv,  or  Laws  of  this  State,  and  forthwith  bring  sucli 
person  betore  competent  authority  for  examination ;  and 
lor  such  service  he  shall  receive  such  fees  as  are  allowed 
to  Constables  for  like  services.  He  shall  do  and  perform 
all  such  duties  as  may  lawfully  be  enioined  on  nim  by 
the  Ordinances  of  said  city.  lie  shall  have  the  power  to 
appoint  one  or  more  Deputies,  to  be  approved  by  the  city 
Council,  but  for  whose  official  acts  he  shall  be  responsible, 
and  of  whom  he  may  require  a  bond  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties. 

Sec.  12.  All  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  Constables 
elected  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  shall  have  and  exercise  the 
same  powers  and  duties,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  lia- 
bilities and  regulations  as  Justices  and  Constables  of 
towns. 

Sec.  18.    Tlie  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  have  and 
exercise  the  same  powers  and  duties  and  be  subject  to  the 
d^tof  schools,  game  liabilities  as  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  towns, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

Sec.  14.  The  Clerk  shall  attend  th6  meetings  of  the 
city  Council,  and  keep  a  Kecord  of  their  proceemngs,  and 
also  a  faithful  Eecora  of  all  the  doings  and  votes  of  the 
inhabitants  at  their  regular  or  special  meetings.  He  shall 
perform  such  duties  as  mav  be  lawfully  required  of  him 
by  the  city  Council,  who  shall  fix  and  prescribe  his  com- 
pensation therefor ;  he  shall  file  in  his  office  all  chattel 
mortgages  presented  to  him  for  that  purpose,  and  safely 
keep  the  same,  receiving  therefor  the  same  compensation 
as  Clerks  of  towns,  and  all  chattel  mortgages  so  filed, 
shall  be  as  valid  and  legal  as  if  the  same  nad  been  filed 
in  the  town  Clerk's  office  of  any  town  .  It  shall  also  be 
his  duty  to  do  and  peiform  any  act  required  to  be  done 
by  Clerks  of  towns,  not  inconsistent  witii  the  pro  visions 
of  thia  Act,  and  in  case  of  the  absence/^f  diejClerk  or  oi 
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his  inability  to  act,  the  Common  Council  may  appoint  a 
Clerk  to  act  daring  snch  absence  or  inability,  who  shall 
be  subject  to  all  of  the  regulations  applicable  to  the 
elected  Clerk.  The  records  kept  by  saia  Clerk  shall  be 
eyidence  in  all  legal  proceedings,  and  copies  of  all  papers 
filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the  Kecords  of 
flie  proceedings  of  tlie  city  Council,  certified  by  him 
tmder  the  corporate  seal  shall  be  evidence  in  all  Courts 
and  places. 

Sec.  15.  The  Treasurer  of  said  City  shall  perform  such  nutlet  of  die 
duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  may  be  lawfully  re-  twMurer. 
quired  of  him  by  the  ordinances  of  suid  City  or  tiie  laws 
of  this  State ;  all  moneys  raised,  received,  recovered  or 
collected,  by  means  of  any  tax,  license,  penaltv,  fine,  for- 
feiture or  otherwise,  under  the  authority  of  tliis  Act,  or 
which  belongs  to  said  city  shall  be  paid  into  the  city 
Treasury,  and  shall  not  be  drawn  therefrom  except  by  an 
order  signed  by  the  Mayor  or  acting  Mayor,  by  order  of 
the  city  Council,  and  countersigned  or  attested  by  the 
Clerk.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  monies 
or  other  things  coming  into  his  hands  as  Treasurer,  in  a 
book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  remain 
the  property  of  tlie  city,  wherein  he  shall  note  the  time 
when,  and  the  person  from  whom  the  amount  of  the 
several  sums  were  received,  which  book  shall  at  all  rea- 
sonable hours  be  ope^  to  the  inspection  of  any  person 
having  business  therewith.  He  shall  as  often  as  the  city 
Council  repuire,  render  to  said  Council  a  minute  account 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  his  office,  and  at  the 
expiration  of  his  office  he  shall  hand  over  to  his  successor 
all  monies,  bonds,  papers  and  property  in  his  possession 
belonging  to  said  city.  The  said  Treasurer  shall  also  be 
the  Collector  of  taxes,  and  for  this  service,  except  herein 
otherwise  provided,  he  shall  have  the  same  powers  and 
be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities,  be  governed  by  the  laws 
and  receive  the  same  compensation  as  treasurers  of  towns. 

Sec.  16.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  enact, 
establish,  publish,  alter,  modify,  amend  or  repeal  and  en^  Powew  of  tht 
force  all  such  rules,  by-laws,  and  ordinances  for  the  gov-  ^^*^  ^^^f 
enunent  and  good  order  of  the  city,  for  the  suppression 
of  vice,  for  the  prevention  of  fires,  for  the  promotion  of 
health,  and  for  the  benefit  of  trade  and  commerce,  as 
ftey  may  deem  expedient,  declaring  and  imposing  penal- 
ties, and  to  enforce  the  same,^  against  any  person  who 
My  violate  the  provisions  of  such  rules,  by-laws,  or  or- 
dinances as  have  been  duly  passed,  adopted,  and  pub^oogle 
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lished  in  one  or  more  of  the  papers  printed  in  said  Cify , 
for  three  successire  weeks  prior  to  the  taking  effect  there- 
of; and  all  such  Rules,  By-Laws  and  Ordinances  ore  here- 
by declared  to  be,  and  have  the  full  force  of  law  ;  Praui- 
ded^  That  they  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State ;  and  for  these 
purposes  they  shall  have  authority  by  Ordinance  or  By- 
Laws, 

1.  To  license  and  regulate  taverns,  groceries,  soloiHie, 
victualing  houses,  and  all  persons  dealing  in  spirituous 
or  intoxicating  liquors,  and  to  license  and  regulate  the  ex- 
hibitions of  common  showmen,  or  showmen  of  any  kind, 
or  the  exhibition  of  any  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  car- 
avans, circuses  or  theatrical  performances,  and  to  establish 
the  price  to  be  paid  in  all  cases  except  when  they  may  be 
fixed  by  law. 

2.  To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of  gamins 
and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all  playing  wim 
cards,  dice  or  other  games  of  chance  for  the  purpose  of 
gain,  within  said  city. 

3.  To  prevent  any  riots,  noise,  disturbence  or  disorder- 
ly assemblage,  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly  houses 
or  groceries,  and  houses  of  ill-fame,  and  to  authorize  the 
destruction  of  all  implements  or  devices  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  gaming. 

4.  To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  Grocery, 
Celler,  Tallow  Chandler  Shop,  Soap  Factory,  Tannery, 
Stable,  Privy,  Sewer  or  other  unwholesome  or  nauseous 
place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to 
time,  as  often  as  it  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  health, 
comibrt  or  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

5.  To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  all  slaugh- 
ter houses  and  markets,  to  regulate  the  storage  and  keep- 
ing ofgun  powder  and  other  combustible  materials. 

6.  iS  prevent  the  encumbering  of  the  streets,  side  and 
cross  walks,  lanes,  allej^s,  or  pubfic  grounds,  with  carriag- 
es, carts,  wagons,  sleighs,  sleds,  boxes,  barrels,  Ivnber, 
fire  wood,  or  other  materials  or  substances  whatever. 

7.  To  prevent  horse  racing  or  immoderate  driving  or 
riding  in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate  the  places  of  batnii^ 
and  swimming  in  the  waters  within  the  city  limits. 

8.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  swine, 
sheep,  horses  and  poultry,  and  to  authorize  the  distraimng 
and  sale  of  the  same. 

9.  To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and  to  An* 
thorize  their  destruction  in  a  summary  manner,  whw  §4 
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lai^  conlraiy  to  the  ordinances,  or  to  impose  a  tax  on  the 
same. 

10.  To  preyent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing  or  Putrid  ctroi* 
having   within   said    city  any  putrid  carcass,   or    un-  ®'  ■••*' 
wholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the  removal  of  the 

same  by  any  person  who  shall  haye  upon  his  premises  any 
such  substance,  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork,  fish, 
bides  or  skins  of  any  kind,  and  in  default  to  authorize  the 
removal  thereof  by  some  competent  officer,  at  the  expense 
rfBuchperson  or  persons. 

11.  To  make  and  establish  public  pounds,  pumps,  wells,  May  esublish 
fcmntains,  cisterns,  reservoirs,  and  to  provide  for  the  erec-  pounds,  pumpt 
tion  of  waterworks  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  inhabi-    ^* 

tantB  of  said  City,  or  any  ward  therein,  to  erect  lamps, 
and  to  regulate  and  license  hacks,  cabs,  drays,  carts,  and 
the  charges  of  hackmen,  cabmen,  draymen  and  cartmen, 
within  the  limits  of  said  City. 

12.  To  establish  and  regulate  Boards  of  health,  provide  P**^  ®^ 
hospitab  and  cemeteries,  and  regulate  the  burial  of  the  Jrie«*&e!"*" 
dead,  and  the  return  of  bills  of  mortality,  and  to  exempt 

bttrying  grounds  and  property  set  apart  for  public  use, 
from  taxation. 

13.  To  procure  fire  engines,  buckets,  hooks  and  ladders 

aad  other  implements  for  suppref^sing  fires,  to  prescribe  ^tf^^*'*' 
and  r^^ulate  the  materials  of  which  houses  may  be  built 
within  certain  limits,  and  the  manner  of  erecting  chimneys, 
«hI  to  provide  for  removing  chimneys  or  stove  pipes 
which  may  be  deemed  dangerous,  at  the  expense  of  the 
owners  or  occupants  thereof;  to  reauire  the  Qwners  of  build- 
ings to  provide  and  keep  suitable  ladders  and  fire  buckets, 
wmch  are  hereby  declared  to  be  exempt  from  seizure  or 
&trc88  or  sale  in  any  manner ;  to  direct  a  safe  construc- 
tion for  the  dei)osit  of  ashes ;  to  appoint  fire  wardens,  and 
preecribe  their  duties  and  compensation ;  and  generally  to 
wake  such  prudential  regulations  as  may  be  deemed  ne- 
<««uy  for  the  prevention  or  arresting  the  progress  and 
extingaishment  of  fires. 

14.  To  reffulate  the  building  of  wharves  and  bridges 
and  to  provide  for  the  security  and  protection  of  the  same. 

15.  To  prevent  all  persons  from  riding  or  dri\nng  any 
horee  or  other  animal,  or  leading  the  same  on  the  side 
walks  of  said  city,  or  in  any  way  doing  any  damage  to 
roch  side  walks. 

18.  To  prevent  the  shooting  of  fire  arms  or  crackers,  or 
^  exhibition  of  fire  works  in  every  situation  which  may 
fct  ooiHsidered  by  the  City  Council  to  be  dangerous  to  thfoogle 
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property  in  said  city,  or  annoying  to  the  inhabitants  there- 
of. 
IT.  To  restrain  drunkards,  immoderate  drinking,  orob- 
Drunkirds.  scenity  in  the  streets  or  public  places,  and  proride  for  ar- 
resting, removing,  and  punislung  any  person  or  persons 
who  may  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

18.  To  regulate  the  police  of  the  city,  to  appoint  watch 
men  and  firemen,  prescribe  their  duties  and  punish  their 
delinquencies. 

19.  To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  weighing  hay , 
of  measuring  and  selling  fire  wood,  lumber,  timber,  stone, 
lime  and  sand,  and  when  necessary,  to  appoint  suitable 
persons  to  superintend  or  inspect  the  same. 

20.  To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  boilding^ 
to  remove  the  snow,  dirt,  or  other  rubish  firom  any  side 
walk  opposite  thcrtt  >. 

21.  To  protect  trees  and  monuments  in  said  city. 

22.  To  prevent  all  persons  from  depositing  in  any  of  the 
creeks  or  wafers  withm  said  city,  the  carcasses  of  any  ani- 
mal, or  filth  of  any  kind,  and  to  punish  for  so  doing. 

2^.  To  prescribe  and  regulate  the  manner  of  draining 
fountains  made  by  individuals,  and  the  construction  of  se- 
wers  within  said  city. 

24.  To  prescribe  the  dutias  and  reflate  the  compensa- 
tion of  all  officers  not  otherwise  provided  for,  except  their 
own. 

25.  To  lay  out,  make,  open,  keep  in  repair,  alter  or  dis- 
continue, any  highways,  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  side 
walks,  and  bridges,  and  to  keep  them  from  incumbrance, 
and  to  protect  them  trom  injury.

If  from  any 
cause,  an  Election  of  Directors  shall  not  be  had  at  the 
time,  when  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  it  should  he  had, 
the  same  may  be  had  at  any  other  time,  on  thirty  days 
notice  to  be  given  as  aforesaid  and  until  such  Election  be 
had,  the  Directors  of  the  preceding  year  shall  continue  to 
act,  and  the  Corporation  hereby  created  shall  not  forfet 
or  lose  any  of  its  priviliges,  Franchises,  or  immunites  by

and  find  practicable,  and  shall  pay  the'amount  froE 
to  time  to  the  contractor  accorcung  to  the  terms  oi 
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said  oontracts  and  account  for  the  same  to  the  said  Board 
of  Snpervisors  in  writing. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  majority  of  the  said  Commissioners  v^ority  may 
maj  perform  all  the  duties  and  exercise  all  the  powers  act. 
herein  prorided,  in  case  of  the  neglect,  refusal  or  dissent 
of  the  other;  and  that  the  said  Commissioners  shall  re- 
ceive as  compensation  for  their  services  at  the  rate  of  one 
dollar  and  a  naif  per  day  for  their  time  actually  spent,  to 
be  paid  by  the  said  Board  of  Snpervisors. 

Sec.  8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  heretofore  passed 
dontravening  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 
Iliis  act  shall  take  effect  as  soon  as  passed.

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  JanesTilIe. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wiscormn^  repretented  in  ^™P'  ^^* 
Senate  ana  AsserMj/,  do  enact  as  foUows  : 

CHAPTER  L 
crrr  and  ward  sorNDARiES. 

Section  1.  From  and  after  the  first  Tuesday  in  April  Powen  of 
next  the  district  of  country  in  the  county  of  Kock,  con-  Corporation, 
tained  within  the  limits  and  boundaries  hereinafter  de- 
scribed, shall  be  a  city,  by  the  name  of  Janesville,  and 
the  people  now  inhabiting  and  those  who  shall  hereafter 
inhaoit  the  district  of  country  herein  described,  shall  be  a 
mimicipal  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  City  of  Janes- 
ville, and  shall  have  the  general  powers  possessed  by 
municipal  corporations  at  common  law,  ana  in  addition 
thereto  shall  possess  the  powers  herein  specially  granted, 
andthe'authorities  thereof  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
Bhall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  of  bein^  contracted  with, 
sneing  ana  being  sued,  pleading  and  bemg  impleaded  in 
all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  shall  have  a  common 
seal  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  The  territory  lying  in  the  county  of  Eock  and  Boundary, 
included  within  the  following  described  limits  and  boun- 
daries, shall  constitute  the  City  of  Janesville,  to  wit :  All 
of  sections  one  and  two  in  township  two  north  of  range 
twelve  east,  all  of  sections  twenty-five,  twenty-six,  thirty- 
five  and  thirty-six,  in  township  three,  north  of  range  twelve 
east  The  west  half  of  section  six,  in  township  two,  north 
of  range  thirteen  east,  and  the  west  half  of  sections  thirty 
and  thirty-one,  in  township  three  north  of  range  thirteen 
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Sec.  3.  The  said  Citj  shall  be  diyided  into  four  wards 
IHTirion  into ;  as  follows :  All  that  part  of  said  district  which  lies  west 
'^f^*^  of  the  middle  of  Bock  river  and  north  of  the  middle  of 

Pleasant  street  and  the  Galena  road,  shall  be  th«  first 
ward ;  and  all  that  part  of  said  district  that  lies  east  of 
the  middle  of  Eock  river  and  north  of  the  middle  of  Court 
street  and  the  middle  of  the  highway  leading  firom  said 
Court  street  to  the  north-east  comer  of  the  north-east 
quarter  of  section  thirty-six  of  said  town  three  range 
twelve  east,  and  all  that  part  of  said  district  lying  in  sec- 
tion thirty  of  township  three  north  of  range  thirteen  east, 
shall  be  the  second  ward ;  all  that  part  of  said  district 
lying  south  of  said  second  ward  and  east  and  south  of  the 
middle  of  Rock  river  and  east  of  that  poriion  of  the  quar- 
ter section  line  passing  north  and  south  through  the  centre 
of  section  one  township  two  range  twelve  east,  lying  and 
being  south  of  the  point  of  intersection  of  said  quarter 
section  line  and  the  middle  of  Eock  river,  in  saia  town 
two,  shall  be  the  third  ward ;  and  the  residue  of  said  dis- 
trict shall  be  the  fourth  ward. 


CHAPTER  n. 

ELECnONS. 

SBonoH  1.  Hie  annual  election  for  ward  and  City 
Annual  eleo-  Officers  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  of  eacn 
^^  year,  at  such  place  in  each  ward  as  the  Common  Council 

shall  designate,  and  the  polls  shall  be  kept  open  from  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  till  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
and  ten  days  previous  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  time  and  place  of  noldin^  sudi  elec- 
tions and  of  the  city  and  ward  officers  to  be  elected.  The 
elective  officers  of  said  city  shall  be  a  Mayor,  Clerk,  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools,  Treasurer,  Attorney,  and  Marshal 
and  one  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  each  ward.  All  other 
officers  necessary  for  the  proper  management  of  the  affiurs 
of  said  city  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council 
All  elective  officers  except  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall, 
unless  otherwise  provided,  hold  their  respective  offices  for 
one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
FroriBo.  g^^ .  Providedy  however,  the  Common  Council  shall  nave 
power,  for  due  cause,  to  expel  any  of  their  own  number, 
and  to  remove  from  office  any  officer  or  agent  under  the 
city  government,  due  notice  being  first  given  to  the  officer 
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complained  of.  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occnr  in  the  office  vtoinctoib«w 
of  Mayor  or  Alderman,  such  vacancv  shall  be  filled  by  a  fiUed. 
new  election,  which  shall  be  ordered  and  held  within  fif- 
teen da^B  after  snch  vacancy  shall  occnr ;  any  vacancy 
happening  in  any  other  office  shall  be  filled  by  the  Com* 
mon  Council.  The  person  elected  or  appointed  to  fill  a 
vacancv  shall  hold  lus  office  and  discnarge  the  duties 
thereof  for  the  unexpired  term,  and  with  the  same  rights 
and  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  as  the  person  whose 
office  he  mav  be  elected  or  appointed  to  fill. 

Bee.  4.  AH  elections  by  tne  people  shall  be  by  ballot,  miwstAmt, 
and  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  constitute  an  election.  Where 
two  or  more  candidates  for  an  elective  office  shall  receive 
an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  office,  the  election 
shall  be  determined  b^  the  casting  of  lots,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Common  Council,  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner 
as  they  shall  direct. 

8ec.  5.     All  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  county  or  State  Qoalifleatioiia 
officers,  who  shall  have  resided  within  the  city  for  one  *>"'  Toting, 
year  preceding  the  election,  and  for  thirty  days  within 
ihe  ward  where  they  offer  to  vote,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
for  any  officer  to  be  elected  under  this  law,  and  to  hold 
any  office  hereby  created. 

bee.  6.    The  elections  in  said  city,  after  the  first,  shall  Koda  of  ooa- 
be  held  and  conducted  by  the  aldermen  of  each  ward,  ducting  eloo- 
who  shall  be  the  inspectors  of  elections,  and  shall  take  ^^"^ 
the  usual  oaths  or  affirmatians  as  prescribed  by  the  gene- 
ral election  laws  of  this  State  to  be  taken  by  the  judges 
and  inspectors  of  elections,  and  shall  have  the  power  to 
appoint  clerks  of  such  elections  and  to  administer  the 
necessary  oaths.    Said  elections  shall  be  held  and  conduc- 
ted in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  penaltieSi 
and  vacancies  in  the  board  of  inspectors  thereof  filled  as 
reonired  by  the  laws  of  this  State  regarding  elections.

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States  on  the  subject  of  naturalization,)  that  you  have  re-

Any  officer  removing  from  the  city,  or  any  YaeandM  fil* 
ward  officer  removing  from  the  ward  for  which  he  was  ^•^  ^J  ^^ 
elected,  or  any  officer  who  shall  neglect  or  refiise  for  ten  ^™™o'^^'"*^ 
days  after  notice  of  his  election  or  appointment  to  enter 
upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  vacated  his  office,  and  the  common  coun- 
cil shall  proceed  to  fill  such  vacancy  as  herein  prescribed. 

Sec.  11.    There  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  election  Term  of  sldw- 
under  this  act,  one  alderman  for  each  ward,  who  shall  men« 
hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  two  aldermen  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  vear. 

Sec.  12.  At  every  annual  election  thereafter  there 
shall  be  elected  one  alderman  for  each  ward  who  shall 
hold  his  office  two  years,  and  one  alderman  who  shall  hold 
his  office  for  one  year. 

Sec.  13.  The  votes  for  the  alderman  who  shall  hold 
his  office  for  two  years  shall  be  deposited  in  a  sepai*ate 
box ;  and  the  votes  for  aldermen  holding  their  office  for 
one  year,  and  all  other  elective  officers,  shall  be  one  bal- 
lot and  deposited  in  a  separate  ballot  box. 

Sec.  14.  There  shall  be  written  or  printed,  or  partly 
written  or  printed,  at  the  head  of  the  vote  for  alderman 
for  two  years  the  words  '^alderman  for  two  years ;"  and  at 
the  head  of  the  vote  for  alderman  for  one  year,  "alder- 
man for  one  year." 

Sec.  15.    The  aldermen  in  each  ward  elected  for  two  Aldermen 
years  shall  be  in  the  order  ot  their  election  members  of  "*™^®"^ 
the  county  board  of  Supervisors,  with  all  the  rights,  du-  pejJJSsom. 
ties,  and  liabilities  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  Su- 
pervisors of  the  several  towns. 

Sec.  16.    Sy  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  aldermen  of  Sabfltltatts. 
anv  ward,  the   alderman  for  two  years  may  substitute 
eitaer  of  the  other  aldermen  in  his  place  in  said  board  of 
BDpervisors  for  such  time  as  may  be  named  by  him  in 
writiQg. 

Sec.  IT.    The  term  of  every  officer  elected  under  this  Oommeno«- 
law  shall  commence  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  April  of  the  n»ent  of  tenn 
year  for  which  he  was  elected;  and  shall  unless  hereinat-  ^^^^^•^ 
ter  otherwise  provided  continue  for  one  year,  and  until 
his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  18.    Should  there  be  a  failure  by  the  people  to  Incite  of 
elect  any  officers  herein  required  to  be  elected  on  the<day  ^^^"^  toetoefc 
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designated,  the  common  council  may  order  a  new  election 
to  be  held,  ten  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hold- 
ing the  election  being  first  given. 

Sec.  19.  The  Supervisors  of  the  town  of  JanesviUe, 
Datiei  of  Sa*  shall,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  first  election  of  offi- 
peryiMrfl.  cers  in  said  city,  appoint  the  time  and  places  of  holding  such 
election  in  each  ward,  and  appoint  the  inspectors  of  elec- 
tions, and  two  clerks  in  each  ward,  and  give  notice  of  sudi 
appointments  at  least  five  day»  previous  to  such  election 
b^  publishing  the  same  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  said 
city.

CHAPTER  m. 

OFFICEItS — THEIB  POWERS  XJXD  DUTIES. 

Section  1.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any 
ghaDgire  oflBce,  under  this  charter  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the 
l>oiid.  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  office  be- 

fore some  proper  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths, 
and  file  the  same  dulv  certified  by  the  officer  taking  it, 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  city ;  and  the  Treasurer,  Clerk, 
Marshal,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Constables,  and  such 
other  officers  as  the  Common  Council  may  direct,  shall, 
severally,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  re- 
spective offices  execute  to  the  city  of  JanesviUe,  a  bond, 
with  at  least  two  sureties,  who  shall  swear  they  are  each 
worth  the  penalty  specified  in  said  bond,  over  and  above 
iJl  debts,  exemptions  or  liabilities  and  said  bonds  shall 
contain  such  penal  sum,  and  such  conditions  as  the  Com- 
mon Council  may  deem  proper;  and  they  may  from  time 
to  time  require  new  or  aaditional  bonds,  and  remove  from 
office  any  officer  refusing  or  neglecting  to  give  the  same. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Mayor  shall  when  present,  preside  over 
the  meetings  of  the  Common  Council,  and  take  care  that 
the  laws  of  the  State  and  the  Ordinances  of  the  citj  are 
duly  observed  and  enforced,  and  that  all  otlier  Executive 
Officers  ot  the  city  discharge  their  respective  duties ;  he 
shall  from  time  to  time,  give  the  Common  Council  such 
information  and  recommend  such  measures  as  he  may 
deem  advantageous  to  the  city.  Tlie  Mayor  shall  be  the 
Chief  Executive  Officer,  and  the  head  of  the  Police  of  the 
city ;  and  in  case  of  a  riot  or  other  disturbance,  he  may 
appoint  as  many  special  or  temporary  Constables  as  he 
may  deem  necessary.  The  Mayor  shall  have  a  vote  only 
incase  of  a  tie. 

Sec.  3  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Common  Council, 
each  year,  thev  shall  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot,  one  of  p^J^^  ^ 
their  number  President,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  counciL 
the  said  President  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the 
Common  Council ;  and  auring  the  absence  of  the  Mayor 
from  die  city,  or  his  inability,  fur  any  reason,  to  discharge 
the  duties  oV  his  office,  the  said  President  shall  exercise 
all  the  powers  and  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  Mayor, 
In  case  the  Mayor  and  President  shall  be  absent  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Common  Council,  they  shall  proceed  to 
elect  a  temporary  presiding  officer,  who  for  the  time  be- 
ing shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  mayor.  Tlie 
president,  or  temporary  presiding  officer,  while  presid- 
mg  over  that  board,  or  performing  the  duties  of  mavor, 
shall  be  styled  acting  mayor,  an<l  any  acts  performed  by 
them,  or  by  either  of  them,  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
validity  as  if  performed  bv  the  mayor. 

Sec.  4.  Tlie  clerk  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal  and  all  Dutiea  of  th« 
Japers  and  records  of  the  city  ;  and  keep  a  record  of  tbe  ^^®''^» 
proceedings  of  the  common  council,  whose  meetings  it 
•hall  be  his  duty  to  attend :  and  copies  of  all  papera  filed 
h  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the  records  of  the  com- 
mon  council  certified  by  him,  under  the  corporate  seal, 
^WJ  be  evidence  in  all  courts,  in  like  manner  as  if  the 
"iginal  were  produced ;  he  shall  draw  and  counter- 
pi  all  orders  on  the  treasury  in  pursuance  of  any  order 
'  resolution  of  the  common  council,  and  keep  a  full  and 
'Curate  accunt  thereof  in  books  provided  for  that  pur- 
h>e,  he  shall  file  in  his  office  all  chattel  mortgages 
presented  to  him  for  that  purpose,  and  safely  keep  the 
^c,  rectiving  therefor  the  same  compensation  as 
lerka  of  towns,  and  all  chattel  mortgages  so  filed^  , 
'  ''  be  as  valid   and  have  the  same  elfoct  as  if  tiie^ogle 
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same  had  been  filed  in  the  town  clerk's  office  of  any 
town.    It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  do  and  perfoim  anj* 
act  required  to  be  done  by  clerks  of  towns,   not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  he  shall  have 
power  and   authority  to   administer  oaths  and  aflirma- 
tion. 
Sec.  6.    The  attorney  shall  perform  all  professional  ser- 
Of  the  tttop-  vices  incident  to  the  office,  ana  when  required,  shall  fur- 
**y»  nish  written  opinions  upon  any  subject  submitted  to  him 

by  the  common  council,  or  its  committees. 
Sec.  6.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging 
The  treamirer,  to  the  city  and  keep  an  accuate  and  detailed  account  thereof 
in  such  manner  as  the  common  council  shall  from  time 
to  time  direct.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the  com- 
mon council,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  annual  elec- 
tion, or  sooner  if  required  by  them,  a  full  and  detailed 
account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  after  the  date  of 
the  last  annual  report,  and  also  of  the  state  of  the  treasu- 
ry, wliich  account  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk.  The 
treasurer  shall,  in  addition,  have  the  same  powers,  duties, 
and  be  subject  to  tlie  same  liabilities,  and  be  entitled  to  the 
same  compensation  as  treasurer  in  towns. 

Section  7.    The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  have 
Baperintend-    and  exercise  the  same  powci-s  and  duties,  receive  the  same 
cntof  ScboolB,  compensation,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  as  the 
superitendent  of  schools  in  townships. 
feec.  8.    The  mai-shal  shall  perform  such  duties  as  shall 
MtnhaL         be  prescribed  by  the  common  council  for  the  preservation 
of  the  public  peace,  and  the  collection  of  licence  moneys 
and  fines ;    he  shall  possess  the  powers  of  constable  at 
common  law,  or  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  receive  like 
fees. 
Sec.  9.    The  common  council  shall  have  power  from 
Common         time  to  time  to  require  other  and  furtlier  duties  to  be  per- 
Oouncilmaj     formed  by  any  officer  whose  duties  are  herein  prescribed; 
require  other  ^^^  ^^  appoint  such  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
eemcefl.         .^^^  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  prescribe  their 
duties,  and  to  fix  the  compensation  of  all  officers  elected 
or  appointed  by  them ;  such  compensation  shall  be  fixed 
by  resolution  at  the  timie  the  office   is  created,  or  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year,  and  shall  not  be  increased  or 
diminished  during  the  term  such  office  [officer]  shall  re- 
main in  office. 

Sec.  10.  Tlie  common  council  at  their  first  meeting  in 
Rret  meeting  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  shall  designate 
In  each  year,   not  more  than  one  weekly  or  daily  newspaper  printed  in 
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said  city,  in  which  shall  be  published  all  ordinances  and 
other  proceedings  and  matters  required  by  this  act  or  by 
the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  common  council,  to  be 
published  in  a  public  newspaper. 

Sec.  11.  The  city  printer,  immediately  after  the  pub- aty  Printer^ 
lication  of  any  notice,  ordinance  or  resolution,  which  by 
this  act  is  required  to  be  published,  shall  file  with  the 
clerk  of  the  city  a  copy  of  such  publication,  with  his  affi- 
davit or  the  amdavit  of  his  foreman  of  the  length  of  time 
the  same  has  been  published,  and  such  affidavit  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  of  the  publication  of  such  notice,  or- 
dinance or  resolution. 

Sec.  12.  If  anjr  person  having  been  an  officer  in  said  Officers  to  de- 
city  shall  not  within  ten  days  after  notification  and  re-  ^  iucceMowT 
quest  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office,  all  property  books, 
papers  and  effects,  of  every  discription,  in  his  posses- 
sion belonging  to  said  city  or  appertaining  to  the  office  he 
may  have  held,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  tlie  use  of  the 
city,  one  hundred  dollars,  besides  all  damages  caused  by 
his  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  deliver ;  and  such  successor 
may  recover  the  possession  of  such  books,  papers  and  ef- 
fects in  the  maner  prescribad  by  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Sec.  13.  No  alderman  shall  be  a  party  to,  or  intertea* 
ted  in,  any  job  or  contract,  with  the  city  or  any  of  the 
wards,  and  any  contract  in  which  any  alderman  may  be 
so  interested  shall  be  null  and  void ;  and  in  case  any  mon- 
ey shall  have  been  paid  on  any  such  contract,  die  common 
council  may  sue  in  the  name  of  the  city,  for  and  recover 
the  amount  so  paid,  from  the  parties  to  such  contract  and 
the  alderman  interested  in  the  same. 

Sec.  14.  The  mayor  or  acting  mayor,  the  sheriff  or  Officers  of  tii« 
deputy  sheriff  of  Ilock  county,  and  each  and  every  al-  P***^ 
derman,  justice  of  the  peace  marshal,  constable  and 
watchman,  shall  be  officers  of  the  peace,  and  may  com- 
mand the  peace  and  suppress  in  a  summary  manner  all 
rioting  r  nd  disorderly  behavior  within  the  limits  of  the 
city  ;  and  for  such  purposes  may  command  the  assisstance 
of  all  by-standers,  and  if  need  be,  of  all  citizens  and  mili- 
tary companies ;  and  if  any  person,  by-stander,  military 
officer,  or  private  shall  retma  to  aid  in  maintaining  the 
peace  when  so  reauired,  every  such  person  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars ;  and  in  case  where  the  civil  power 
may  be  required  to  suppress  rioters  or  disorderly  behavior, 
the  superior  senioi  officer  present,  in  the  order  mentioned 
in  this  section,  shall  direct  the  proceedings. 

Sm.  15.    There  shall  be  elected  by  the  common  conn- 
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Oty  SuTTcyor,  cil,  a  city  surveyor  and  engineer.  He  shall  Veep  his  of- 
fice at  some  convenient  place  within  said  city,  and  the 
common  council  shall  prescribe  his  duties  and  fix  the  fees 
and  compensation  for  any  services  performed  by  him. 
All  surveys,  profiles,  plans,  or  estimates  made  by  him  for 
the  city,  or  either  of  the  wards,  shall  be  the  property  of 
said  city,  and  shall  be  carefully  preserved  in  the  oifice  of 
the  surveyor,  open  to  the  inspection  of  parties  interested, 
and  the  same  together  with  all  books  and  papers  apper- 
taining to  said  office  shall  be  delivered  over  by  the  sur- 
veyor, at  the  expiration  of  his  time  of  office,  to  his  suc- 
cessor, or  the  common  council. 


CHAPTER  IV.

SEcnoN  1.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  constitute 
the  common  council,  and  the  style  of  all  ordinances  shall 
be — "Tlie  mayor  and  common  council  of  the  city  of 
Janesville  do  ordain,  &c." 

The  common  council  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place 
as  they,  by  resolution  shall , direct.  A  majority  of  the  al- 
dermen shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  common  council  shall  hold  stated  meet- 
ings, and  the  mayor  may  call  special  meetings  by  notice 
to  each  of  the  members,  to  be  served  personally,  or  left  at 
at  their  usual  place  of  abode. 

The  common  council  shall  determine  the  rules  of  its 
own  proceedings,  and  be  the  judge  of  the  election  and 
dqualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  have  power  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

Sec.  3.  The  Common  Council  shall  have  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  finances  and  of  all  the  city  pro- 
perty ;  and  shall,  likewise,  in  addition  to  the  powere  here- 
in vested  in  them,  have  full  power  and  authority  to  mate, 
enact,  ordain,  establish,  publish,  enforce,  alter,  modify, 
amend,  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws, 
for  the  government  and  good  order  of  tlie  city,  for  the 
Buppression  of  vice,  for  the  prevention  of  crime,  and  for  the 
benefit  of  the  trade,  commerce  and  health  thereof,  and  as 
they  shall  deem  expedient ;  declaring  and  impoeiug  pen- 
alties, and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or  per- 
Bons  who  may  violate  any  of  the  provieionB  of  euch  oxdin- 
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ance/mles  and  by-laws ;  and  such  ordinance,  rules  and 
by-laws  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  have  the  force  of 
law ;  Provided^  That  tliey  be  not  repugnant  to  the  consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State ;  and 
for  these  purposes  shall  have  authority  by  ordinances,  reso- 
lutions or  by-laws. 

1.  To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibitions  of  common 
showmen  and  shows  of  any  kind;  the  exliibitions  of  cara- 
vans, circuses  and  theatrical  performances ;  the  keeping  of 
billiard  tables  and  bowling  saloons  ;  and  to  provide  for  the 
abatement  and  removal  of  all  nuisances,  under  the  ordin- 
ances or  at  common  law ;  and  to  grant  licences,  and  regu- 
late groceries,  taverns,  victualling  houses,  and  all  persons 
vending  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  li- 
quors ;  Provided^  that  the  license  for  so  dealing  in  spiri- 
tuous or  fermented  liquors  shall  be,  for  a  tavern  or  hotel 
thirty  dollars  a  year,  and  for  a  grocery  or  saloon  fifty  dol- 
lars a  year ;  and  that  no  license  shall  oe  granted  for  a  less 
term  than  one  year. 

2.  To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of  gaming, 
and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all  playing  of 
cards,  dice,  or  other  game  of  chance,  for  the  purpose  of 
gaming  in  said  city,  and  to  restrain  any  person  from  vend- 
ing, giving  or  dealing  in  spirituous  liquors,  fermented  or 
vinous  liquors,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil. 

3.'  To  prevent  any  riots,  noise  or  disturbance  or  disor- 
derly assemblages,  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly  houses,  * 
or  groceries,  and  houses  of  ill  fame,  and  to  authorize  the 
destruction  of  all  instruments  used  for  the  purpose  of 
gaming. 

4.  To  compel  the  owner  or  the  occupant  of  any  grocery 
cellar,  tallow  chandler's  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable, 
ham,  privy,  sewer  or  other  unwholesome,  nauseous  house 
or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove,  abate  the  same  from  time 
to  time  as  often  as  it  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
city. 

5.  To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  slaughter 
houses  and  markets,  and  to  establish  rates  for  and  license 
venders  of  gunpowder,  or  other  combustible  materials. 

6.  To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  the  streets,  sidewalks, 
lanes  or  alleys,  with  carriages,   carts,   wagons,  sleighs, 
boxes,  lumber,  firewood  or  any  other  materials  or  substan-    t 
COB  whatever.  jOOgie 
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7.  To  prevent  horse  racing,  immoderate  riding  or  driv- 
ing in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate  the  places  of  bathing 
and  swimming  in  the  waters  within  the  hraits  of  said  city. 

8.  To  restrain  running  at^  large  of  cattle,  swine, 
sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  authorize  the  distraining 
and  sale  of  the  same. 

9.  To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  destruction  of  tlie  same,  in  a  summary  manner, 
when  at  large  contrary  to  the  ordinance. 

10.  To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing,  or 
having  witliin  said  city,  any  putrid  carcass,  or  other  un- 
wholesome substance,  and  to  require  the  removal  of  the 
same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  upon  his  premises  any 
Buch  substance,  or  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork,  fish, 
hides,  or  skins  of  any  kind ;  and  on  default  to  authorize 
the  removal  thereof,  by  some  competent  officers,  at  the 
expense  of  such  person  or  pei-sons. 

11.  To  make  and  establish  public  pounds,  pumps,  wells, 
cisterns  and  reservoirs,  and  to  proviae  for  the  erection  of 
water-works  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  inhabitants ;  to 
erect  lamps,  and  regulate  and  license  hacks,  ca])s,  drays, 
carts,  and  the  charges  of  hackmen,  cabmen,  draymen  and 
cartmen  in  the  city  ;  and  to  provide  for  lighting  the  streets, 
public  grounds  and  public  buildings,  with  gas  or  other- 
wise. 

12.  To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health,  provide 
hospital  and  cemetery  grounds,  regulate  the  burial  of  the 
dead,  and  the  return  of  the  bills  of  mortality,  and  to  ex- 
empt burial  grounds  set  apart  for  public  use  from  taxa- 
tion. 

13.  To  regulate  the  assize  and  weight  of  Bread,  and  to 
provide  for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture  of  bread  baked  con- 
trary thereto. 

14.  To  prevent  all  persons  riding  or  driving  any  horse, 
ox,  mule,  cattle  or  other  animal  on  the  side  walks  in  said 
city,  or  in  any  way  doing  any  damage  to  such  side  walks. 

16.  To  prevent  the  shooting  of  fire  arms,  or  crackers, 
and  to  prevent  the  exhibition  of  any  fire-works  in  any  si- 
tuation which  may  be  considered  by  the  council  danger- 
ous to  the  city,  or  any  property  therein,  or  annoying  to 
any  citizen  thereof. 

16.  To  restrain  drunkards,  immoderate  drinking,  ob- 
scenity in  the  streets  or  public  places,  and  to  provide  for 
arresting,  removing  and  punishing  any  person  or  persons 
who  may  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

17.  To  restrain  and  regulate  runners  and  solicitors  for 
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railroads,  stages,  public  houses  or  other  establishments, 
and  to  regulate  the  police  of  the  city. 

18.  To  establish  public  markets,  and  make  rules  and 
reflations  for  the  government  of  the  same  ;  to  appoint 
smtable  officers  for  overseeing  and  regulating  such  mar- 
kets, and  to  restrain  all  persons  from  interrupting  or  inter- 
fering with  the  due  observance'of  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions. 

19.  To  license  and  regulate  butcher's  stalls,  shops  and 
stands  for  the  sale  of  game,  poultry,  butcher's  meat,  but- 
ter, fishj'fruit,  and  other  provisions  and  vegetables. 

20.  To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  weighing  and 
selling  hay,  and  measuring  and  selling  fuel  and  lime,  and 
to  appoint  suitable  persons  to  superintend  and  conduct 
the  same. 

21.  To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  buildings  or 
grounds  to  remove  snow,  dirt,  or  rubbish  from  the  side 
walk,  street  or  alley  opposite  tliereto,  and  to  compel  such 
owner  or  occupant  to  remove  from  the  lot  owned  or  occu- 
pied by  him  all  such  substances  as  the  board  of  health 
shall  direct ;  and  in  his  default  to  authorize  the  removal  or 
destruction  thereof,  by  some  officer  of  the  city,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  such  owner  or  occupant. 

22.  To  regulate  the  time,  place  and  manner  of  holding 
public  auctions  or  vendues. 

23.  To  appoint  watchmen^  and  prescribe  their  duties. 

24.  To  provide  by  ordinance  for  «  standard  of  weights 
and  measures,  and  for  the  punishment  of  the  use  of  ialse 
weights  and  measures. 

Sec.  4.     All  laws,  ordinances,  regulations,   resolutions  Laws,  ov^Bnta^ 
and  by-laws  shall  be  passed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  S^^  ^  P^ 
majority  of  the  common  council,  and  shall  be  signe  I  by         ' 
the  mayor,  and  shall  be  published  in  the  official  paper  or 
papers  of  said  city,  before  the  same  shall  be  in  force,  and 
within  fifteen  days  tliereaftor  they  shall  be  recorded  by 
the  city  clerk,  in  boolcs  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose ; 
but  before  any  of  the  said  laws,  ordinances,  regulations  or 
by  laws  shall  be  recorded,  the  publication  tliereof  respec- 
tively, within  the  said  time,  shall  be  proved  by  the  affida- 
vit of  the  foreman  or  publisher  of  such  newspaper,  and 
said  affidavit  shall  be  recorded  therewith,  and  at  all  times  ' 

shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
time  and  manner  of  such  publication.  Ko  appropriation 
shall  be  made  without  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members 

of  the  common  council  in  its  favor,  which  vote  shalLbe    t 
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taken  by  ayes  and  noes,  and  entered  among  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  council. 
Sec.  6.    The  powers  conferred  upon  the  said  council  to 

NnlMDces.  provide  for  the  abatement  or  removal  of  nuisances  shall 
not  bar  or  hinder  suits,  prosecutions  or  proceedings  in  the 
Courts  according  to  law.  Depots,  houses  or  buildings  of 
any  kind  wherein  more  than  ten  pounds  of  gunpowder 
are  deposited,  stored  or  kept,  at  any  one  time,  gambling 
houses,  houses  of  ill  fame,  disorderly  taverns,  and  houses 
or  places  where  spirituous,  'vanous  or  fermented  liquors 
are  sold,  without  tlie  license  required  therefor,  within  the 
limits  of  said  city,  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  and  shall  be 
deemed  public  or  common  nuisances. 

Seo.  6.    The  council  shall  examine,  audit  and  adjust 

^unciltoau-  the  accounts  of  the  clerk,  treasurer,  superiniendent  of 
schools,  overaeers  of  the  poor  ot  each  ward,  street  commis- 
sioners of  each  ward,  marshal  and  all  other  officers  and 
agents  of  the  city,  at  siich  times  as  they  may  deem  pro- 
per, and  also  at  the  end  of  each  year,>and  before  the  term 
for  which  the  officers  of  the  saia  city  are  elected  or  ap- 
pointed shall  have  expired.  And  the  common  council 
shall  require  each  and  every  such  officer,  and  agent,  to 
exhibit  his  books,  accounts  and  vouchers,  for  such  examina- 
tion and  settlement,  and  if  any  such  officer  or  agent  shall 
refiise  to  comply  with  the  orders  of  the  said  council  in  the 
discharge  of  their  said  duties,  in  pursuance  of  this  section, 
or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  render  his  accounts,  or  pre- 
sent his  books  and  vouchers  to  said  council,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  common  council  to  declare  the  office  of  such 
person  vacant.  And  the  common  council  shall  order  suits 
and  proceedings  at  law  against  any  officer  and  agent  of 
said  city,  who  may  be  found  delinquent  or  defaulting  in 
his  accounts  or  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties ;  and 
shall  make  a  full  record  of  all  such  settlements  and  adjust 
ments. 

Sec.  7.    Tlie  common  council  of  said  city  shall  have

But  the  common  council 
shall  not  have  power  to  dispose  of  such  bonds  for  less  than 
the  face  thereof. 

The  common  council  shall  be  overseers  of  the 
poor,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  perform  the 
same  duties,  in  respect  thereto,  as  overseers  of  the  poor  in 
towns. 


CIIAPTER  v.. 

FINANCES   AND  TAXATION. 

Sec.  1.  All  funds  in  the  treasury,  except  school,  state  Council  to

be  payable  generally  out  of  any  funds  in  the  treasury  be- 
loiiging  to  the  city,  and  all  such  orders  shall  be  received 
in  pavment  of  any  tax  or  assessment  levied  by  the  author- 
ity 01  the  city. — All  orders  shall  be  payable  to  the  order 
of  the  person  in  whose  favor  they  may  be  drawn,  and  shall 
be  transferable  by  endorsement.  Digitized  by  GooqIc 
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Sec.  2.  The  said  council  shall  annually  levy  a  tax  up- 
Annialtax.  on  all  the  property  in  said  city,  subject  to  taxation,  not 
exceeding  one  per  cent,  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of 
the  city ;  and  also  an  additional  tax  of  such  sum  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  repair  and  building  of  roa<& 
ana  bridges,  and  for  the  support  of  the  poor. 

Sec.  3.  Special  taxes  for  purchasing  fire  engines,  of 
Spedftl  toxea.  cemetery  grounds,  public  squares,  or  for  improving  the 
same,  may  be  voted  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting ;  but 
no  such  vote  shall  be  taken  unless  such  tax  be  first  recom- 
mended by  the  common  council,  and  a  notice  of  the  same 
specifying  the  ])urpose  for  which  said  tax  is  to  be  raised, 
and  the  time  and  place  for  voting,  be  published,  at  least 
ten  days  before  such  meeting,  in  some  newspaper  in  said 
city.

[petition]  the  common  comicil  shall  thereupon  cause  notice 

of  such  application  to  be  given  to  the  occupant  or  occu- 

D^Juahed  ^    pants  of  such  lands,  if  any  there  be,  or  if  any  portion  of 

such  lands  shall  not  be  in  the  actual  occupation  of  any 

person,  then  the  common  council  shall  cau6e  such  notice, 

describing  as  near  as  \nay  be,  the  premises  proposed  to  be 

taken,  to  be  published  in  the  oflicial  paper  lor  lour  weeks 

at  least  once  in  each  week. 

Sec.  2.    Such  notice  shall  state,  that  on  a  certain  day 
Fonn  of  notice  therein  to  be  named,  not  less  than  ten  days  from  the  ser- 
vice of  such  notice,  or  the  expiration  of  such  publication, 
as  the  case  may  be,  application  will  be  made  to  the  judge 
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of  the  circuit  or  county  court  for  Eock  county,  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  twelve  jurore  to  view  said  premises,  and  to 
determine  whether  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  the  same 
for  the  purpose  specified  in  said  petition.

Liabilities  on 
or  premises  under  lease,  or  other  contracts  shall  be  taken  y°^£|[T?** 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  all  the  covenants,  contracts,  or  engage-  ^*<5hapg«a, 
ments  between  landlord  and  tenant,  or  any  other  contract- 
ing parties,  touching  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  ^?^a1e 
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upon  the  confirmation  of  such  report,  respectively  cease 
and  be  abBoIutely  discharged. 

Sec.  17.  Where  only  part  of  a  lot  or  tract  of  land,  or 
other  premises,  so  under  lease  or  other  contract,  shall  be 
taken  for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  all  the  covenants, 
contracts  or  agreements  respecting  the  same  upon  the 
confirmation  of  such  report,  shall  be  absolutely  discharg* 
ed,  as  to  the  part  thereof  so  taken,  but  shall  remain  valid 
as  to  the  residue  thereof;  and  the  rents,  considerations 
and  payments  reserved,  payable  and  to  be  paid  for,  or  in 
respect  to  the  same  shall  be  so  proportioned  so  that  the 
part  thereof  justly  equitably  payable  for  such  residue,  and 
no  more,  shall  be  paid  or  recoverable  for,  in  respect  to 
the  same. 

Sec.  18.  The  damages  assessed  shall  be  paid,  or  tend- 
ered, or  deposited,  as  herein  required,  within  six  months 
from  the  confirmation  of  such  assessment  and  report ;  and 
if  not  so  paid,  tendered,  or  deposited,  all  the  proceedings 
in  any  such  case  shall  be  void.  The  benefits  oo  assessed 
from  the  confirmation  of  said  report,  shall  become  and  re- 
main a  lien  upon  the  premises  so  determined  by  the  juron 
to  be  benefitted  by  the  opening  or  widening  of  such  street, 
alley  or  public  ground. 

Sec.  19.  When  any  known  owner  of  lands  or  tene- 
ments affected  by  any  proceedings  under  tliis  act,  shall  be 
an  infant,  or  labor  under  legal  disability,  the  judge  of  the 
circuit  court  ior  Hock  county,  or  in  his  absence,  the  judge 
of  any  court  of  record  m  said  county,  may  upon 
the  application  of  the  common  council,  or  such  party 
or  his  next  friend,  appoint  a  guardian  for  such  party,  and 
all  notices  required  by  this  act  shall  be  served  upon  such 
guardian. 

Sec.  20.  After  the  j  urors  shall  have  made  their  report  as 
to  the  necessity  of  taking  any  lands  under  this  act  and  the 
same  shall  have  been  confirmed,  the  common  council  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  new  jurors  in  the  place  of  any  who 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  serve,  and  the  jurors  before  en- 
tering upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  severally 
take  an  oath  before  some  competent  officer,  tliat  they  are 
freeholders  of  said  city,  and  not  interested  in  the  premises 
proposed  t »  be  taken,  and  that  they  will  faithfully  and 
mipartially  discharge  the  tnists  reposed  in  them. 

Sec.  21.  Any  person  whose  property  is  taken  or 
against  whom  an  assessment  is  made,  may  within  ten  days 
from  the  return  of  the  jurors  to  the  common  council,  appeal 
from  said  assessment  of  damages  or  benefits  toihe  cm^uit 
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court  for  Bock  county,  where  such  appeal  shall  be  tried 
by  the  court  and  jury,  as  in  ordinary  cases.  The  council 
shall  have  the  same  right  of  appeal. 

Sec.  22.  Whenever  any  public  ground,  street  or  alley, 
shall  be  laid  out,  widened  or  enlarged,  under  the  provis- 
ions of  tills  chapter,  the  common  council  shall  cause  an  ac- 
curate survey  thereof  to  be  made  and  iiled  in  the  office  of 
the  city  surveyor. 


CHAPTER    VII. 

Cnr   IMPROVEMENTS. 

SBcrnoN  1.    The  aldermen  of  the  several  wards  shall  be  Aldermen  to 
street  commissioners,   in  and  for  their  respective  wards,  be  street  corn- 
two  of  whom  shall  be  a   quorum ;  one  of  their  number,  ™»«8ioncre. 
or  some  person  appointed  by  them,  shall   be  clerk  of  the 
board  of  commissioners,  who  shall  keep   a  record  of  all 
tiieir  acts  and  doings,  and  sliall  keep  and  preserve  all  con- 
tracts, receipts  and  papers  of  the  board.    The  several 
boards  of  street   commissioners  shall  make  report,  in  de- 
tail to   the   common   council,  of  their  acts  and  doings 
whenever  required ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  each  year, 
and  before  their  time  of  otlice  shall  expire,  shall  submit 
all  their  acts  and  doings,  books,  records,  papers,  accounts, 
receipts  and  vouchers,   to  the   common  council  for  final 
settlement  and  adjustment. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  deeming  himself  aggrieved  by  any 
act  of  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  may,  at  any  time 
appeal  to  the  common  council,  who  shall  enquire  into,  ex- 
amine and  correct  the  act  or  order  complained  of,  as  shall 
seem  just  and  proper ;  and  the  further  action  of  tlie  board, 
in  this  respect,  shall  be  regulated  accordingly. 

Sec.  3.    Tlie  said  street  commissioners  shall  have  pow-  Powers, 
er  to  order  and  contract  for  the  making,  grading,  repair- 
ing, and  cleansing  of  streets,  alleys,  public  grounds,  re^ 
ervoirs,  gutters,  and  sewers,  within  their  respective  wards, 
and  to  direct  and  control  the  persons  employed  therein. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  the  street  commissioners  shall  deem  Sidewalks, 
it  necessary  to  construct  or  repair  any  side  walk  within 
their  wards,  they  shall  direct  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
any  lot  adjoining  such  side  walk  to  make  or  repair  the  same 
at  his  own  proper  cost  and  charge.  If  such  work  is  not 
done,  m  the  manner,  and  within  the  time  prescribed,  t^o  jj^ 
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commtseioners  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  ex- ' 
pense  of  the  lots  adjoining  such  side  walk. 

Sec.  6.    The  costs  and  expenses  of  surveying  streets, 
CkwtB  of  re-     alleys,  sidewalks,  sewers,  and  of  estimating  work  thereon 
pairiDg  streets  and  of  repairing  and  cleansing  streets  and  alleys,  and  of 
Ac,  charged    constructing  and  repairing  reservoirs  and  sewers,  shall  be 
joining  lots,  chargeable   to,  and  payable  out  of  the  fund  of  the  city; 
opening,  grading,  graveling,  planking  or  paving  streets 
and  alleys  to   flie  centre  thereof,  shall  be  chargeable  to 
and  payable  by  the  lots  fronting  on  such  street  or  alley. 
Sewers  may  be  ordered  by  the  street  commissioners, 
Bevera.  and  built  at  the  expense  of  the  lots  or  parcels  of  land 

benefitted  thereby,  according  to  the  the  benefit  which 
said  improvement  shall  be  to  each  of  said  lots  or  parcels 
of  land  respectively,  said  benefit  to  be  estimated  and  as- 
certained by  the  eaid  street  commissioners  and  city  sur- 
veyor ;  provided  however,  that  no  lot  or  parcel  of  land 
shall  be  assessed  more  for  said  improvement  than  the 
benefit  received  as  found  by  §aid  street  commis&ioneis 
and  surveyor,  and  all  expense  for  said  improvement  which 
is  not  properly  taxable  upon  the  lots  or  parcels  of  land 
benefitted  thereby  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  chargeable  to  and  payable  out  of  the  fund 
of  the  city,  which  shall  be  apportioned  among  said  lots  or 
parcels  of  land  by  the  street  commissioners,  with  the  as- 
PiroTiso.  sistance  of  the   city  surveyor :    Provided  hmoever^  That 

when  sewers  are  constructed  through  alleys,  no  lots  shall 
be  assessed  therefor  except  those  situated  in  the  block  or 
blocks  through  which  such  sewere  may  be  constructed ; 
and  when  sewers .  are  constructed  through  streets,  no  lot 
shall  be  assessed  therefor  except  those  situated  in  the  blocks 
fronting  on  such  streets ;  anti  provided  further,  that  in  all 
cases  where  improvements  or  work  of  any  kind  are 
chargeable,  by  virtue  of  this  section,  upon  lots  benefitted, 
all  such  improvements  across  streets,  alleys  and  public 
grounds  shall  be  made  and  paid  for  out  of  the  fund  of  the 
city  in  proportion  to  the  width  of  tlie  street,  alley  or  pub- 
lic ground. 

Sec.  6.  Wlienever  the  commissioners  shall  determine 
Estimate  ex-  to  make  any  public  improvement,  as  autliorized  by  sec- 
P^?^«^»*<*  tions  3,  4  and  6,  of  this  chapter,  they  shall  cause  to  be 
^^  made  an  estimate  of  the  whole   expense  thereof,  and  of 

the  proportion  to  be  assessed  and  charged  to  each  lot,  and 
in  case  of  jading  streets,  allevs  or  sidewalks,  of  the  num- 
ber of  cubic  yards  to  be  filled  in,  or  to  be  excavated,  in 
£ront  of  each  lot ;  and  such  estimate  shall  be  filed  with  the 
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city  clerk  for  the  inspection  of  the  parties  interested.  The 
Btreet  commissioners  shall  give  notice,  by  advertisement, 
for  ten  days,  in  one  or  more  papers  published  in  Janes- 
ville  to  the  owners  or  occupants  of  the  lots  or  parcels  of 
land  fronting  on  any  street,  alley,  or  side- walk,  ordered  to 
be  ffraded,  gravelled,  planked  or  paved,  recjuiring  them  to 
do  3ie  work  mentioned  in  such  notice,  withm  a  reasonable 
time  therein  to  be  specified ;  and  if  the  said  work  shall  not 
be  done  within  such  time,  the  said  commissioners  shall 
enter  into  contract  for  the  doing  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  the  general  interest  of  the  city  or  ExcavitloiA 
ward  requires  deep  cutting,  or  extraordinary  filling  in  any 
street,  and  the  ownere  of  me  lots  or  lands  fronting  on  such 
deep  cutting  or  filling,  shall  deem  themselves  aggrieved 
thereby,  and  shall  represent  to  the  commissi  onei-s  in  wri- 
ting that  the  expense  of  such  excavation  or  filling  will  ex- 
ceed the  benefit  the  same  will  be  to  the  property  assessed 
therefor,  the  street  commissioners  shall  require  the  marshal 
to  summon  five  free-holders,  not  owners  of,  nor  interested 
in  said  lots  or  lands,  who  after  being  sworn  faithfully  and 
impartiallv  to  discharge  the  trusts  reposed  in  them,  shall 
examine  the  premises,  and  if,  in  their  opinion,  the  cost  of 
such  work  will  exceed  the  benefit  to  be  derived  therefrom, 
it  shall  be  their  duty  to  make  report  thereof  to  said  com- 
missioners in  writing,  and  they  shall  state  therein,  what 
portion  of  such  work  shall  be  chargeable  to  such  lots  or 
parcels  of  land,  and  how  much,  or  what  portion  shall  be 
chargeable  to  the  city  fund;  and  such  proportion  as  shall 
be  reported  as  properly  chargeable  to  the  lots  or  parcels 
aforesaid,  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  same,  and  levied  and 
collected  as  other  taxes  and  assessments,  and  the  remain- 
der shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city  fund ;  Provided,  however,  p  ^^^^^ 
That  the  petition  of  no  owner,  feeling  himself  aggrevied  '^^^^^^ 
by  any  act  of  the  street  commissionei'S,  shall  be  received 
miless  the  same  shall  be  presented  within  fifteen  days  af- 
ter the  first  publication  of  the  notice  requiring  the  same 
to  be  done :  and  Provided  further,  That  when  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  the  street  commissioners  that  lands  belonging  to 
non-residents,  infants,  or  persons  laboring  under  any  disa- 
bility, who  shall  not  be  represented  by  any  agent  or  guar- 
dian, are  not  benefited  by  the  making  of  streets  in  front  of 
inch  lots  or  lands,  to  the  amount  of  the  cost  and  expense 
thereof,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to 
cause  to  be  summoned,  a  jury,  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  8.    The  street  commissioners  shall  ^ve  notice  to 
aQ  owners  or  occupants  of  lots  which  may  be  deemed  in-  gle 
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^^'■Wn*-  jurioDs  to^healA  by  reason  of  stagnant  water  renaainioff 
thereon,  in  the  official  paper  for  ten  days,  to  abate  sncS. 
nuisance  by  draining  or  tilling  such  lot  within  a  reasona- 
ble time,  therein  to  be  specified,  the  street  commissioner 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  abated  and  removed  at  the  ex- 
pense of  tlie  property  upon  which  the  same  ?nay  exist 
Sec.  9.  After  the  completion  and  performance  of  any 
Oertifleate  to  contract  entered  into  by  the  street  commissioners  for  work 
eontnctor  on  chargeable  to  lots  or  lands  by  virtue  of  this  act,  they  shall 
STworiT*^  give  to  the  contractor  or  contractors  a  certificate,  under 
flieir  hand,  stating  therein  the  amount  of  work  done  by 
such  contractor,  the  nature  thereof,  and  the  description  of 
the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  upon  which  the  same  is  chargeable 
which  said  certificate  may  be  transfered  by  endorsement 
thereon,  and  if  the  amount  thereof  shall  not  be  paid  before 
the  time  of  making  out  the  annual  assessment  roll,  the 
same  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  said  lots  or  parcels  of  land 
respectively,  and  collected  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
holder  of  such  certificate,  as  other  taxes  on  real  estate 
are  collected  by  virtue  of  tliis  act ;  and  if  the  notice  to  do 
the  work  required  shall  have  been  given,  as  herein  provi- 
ded, no  informality  or  error  in  the  proceedings  shall  vitiate 
such  assessment ;  Provided^  That  in  no  event  where  work 
is  ordered  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  any  lot  or  parcel 
of  land,  shall  the  city  be  held  responsible  for  the  payment 
thereof. 

Sec.  10.     In  all  cases  where  work  is  ordered  to  bo  done 
^^^°"i  "*h'    ^y  *^®  owner  of  any  lot,  under  the  provisions  of  this  chap  - 
twenty  daysT  *^^>  ^^^^  owner  may  make  his  appeal,  as  herein  before  j)ro- 
vided,  at  any  time  within  twenty  days  after  the  publica- 
tion of  the  notice  required  to  be  given,  and  until  the  ex- 
piration of  such  twenty  days  no  such  order  shall  be  exe- 
cuted. 
Sec.  11.     Street  commissioners  shall  appoint  an  over- 
Oveweerof     s^^r  of  highways  in  each  ward,  who  shall  nave  the  same 
highways  du-  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties  as  overseers  of 
tiM,  Ac,         highways  in  the  several  towns.    Such  overseer  of  high- 
ways shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  street  commis- 
sioners, and  shall  report  to  them  when  required. 

cnAPTER  vm. 

ASSESSmO,  LEVYING  AND  COLLECTING  TAXE9. 

Sec.  1.  All  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the 
Property  how  city,  except  such  as  may  be  exeinpt  by  th^  laws  of  this 
^'^^  state  from  taxation,  shiul  be  subject  to  taxation  for  the  sap- 
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port  of  the  city  government,  and  the  payment  of  its  debtg 
and  liabilities,  and  tho.  same  shall  be  assessed  in  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  provided ;  and  the  assessors  elected  under 
this  act  shall  have  and  possess  the  same  powers  that  are  or 
may  be  conferred  upon  township  a^sessore,  except  so  far  as 
they  may  be  altered  by  this  act ;  Provided^  however,  That  p^^j-^ 
the  common  council  may  prescribe  the  form  of  assessment 
rolls,  and  more  fully  define  the  duties  of  assessors,  and 
make  such  rules  andf  regulations  in  relation  to  revising,  al- 
tering, or  adding  to  such  rolls  as  they  may  from  time  to 
time  deem  advisable.

The  common  council,  for  the  purpose  of  guard- 
T0w9n  of  ^^g  against  the  calamities  of  fire,  shall  have  power  and  it 
oommoiicoun-shallDe  their  duty  to  prescribe  the  limits  within  \^hich 
^  wooden  buildings,  buildings  of  other  materials  that  shall 

not  be  considered  fire  proof,  shall  not  be  erected  or  repair- 
ed, and  to  direct  that  all  and  any  buildings  within  the 
limits  prescribed  shall  be  made  and  constructed  of  fire 
proof  materials,  and  to  prohibit  the  repairing  of  wooden 
Duildings  witliinthe  fire  limits,  when  the  same  shall  have 
damaged  to  the  extent  of  fifty  per  cent  of  the  value  there- 
of, ana  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  ascertaining  such  da- 
mage. 

Sec.  2.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  pre- 
Fiirtlier  pow-  ^^^^  ^^^  damages,  construction  and  condition  of  chimneys, 
ere.  fire  places,  hearths,  stoves,  stove-pipes,  ovens,  boilers,  and 

apparatus  used  in  or  about  any  building,  and  to  cause  the 
same  to  be  removed,  or  placed  in  a  safe  and  secure  con- 
dition when  considered  dangerous ; 

To  prevent  the  deposite  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places ; 

To  require  the  inhabitants  to  provide  as  many  fire  buck- 
ets, and  m  such  manber  and  time  as  they  shall  prescribe^ 
and  to  regulate  the  use  of  them  in  time  of  fire ; 

To  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  any  manu- 
factories, dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting  fires. 

To  regulate  and  prevent  the  use  of  fire  works  and  fire- 
arms; 

To  compel  the  owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  to 
have  scuttles  in  tlie  roofs,  and  stairs  or  ladders  leading  to 
the  same ; 

To  authorize  the  mayor,aldermen,  firewardens,  and  other 
officers  of  the  city  to  keep  away  from  the  vicinity  of  afire 
all  idle  and  suspected  pereons,  and  to  compel  all  bystand- 
ers to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  in  the  preser- 
vation of  property  exposed  to  danger  thereat,  and  general- 
ly to  establish  such  regulations  for  the  prevention  and  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires  as  the  common  council  may  deem 
expedient. 


Sec.  3.    The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  pnr- 
Hty  purebaae  <^J*^®  ^^e  engines  and  other  fire  apparatus,  and  to  autho- 
rize the  formation  of  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder,  and 
hose  companies,  and  to  provide  for  the  due  and  proper 
support  and  regulation  of  the  same ;  and  to  order  such 
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oompaniee  to  be  disbanded  and  their  meetings  to  be  pro- 
hibited, and  their  apparatus  to  be  delivered  up.  Each 
company  shall  not  exceed  seventy  able  bodied  men,  be- 
tween the  ages  of  eighteen  and  fiixj  years,  and  may  elect 
its  own  officers,  and  form  its  own  by-laws,  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  the  ordinances  and  re- 
gulations of  said  cij^,  and  shall  be  formed  only  by  volun- 
tary enlistment  Every  member  of  each  company  hereby

any  of  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act  or  the  ordinances  or 
by-laws  of  the  city  to  be  done  by  any  officer  at  any  spe- 
cified time,  and  the  same  are  not  then  done  or  performed, 
the  common  council  may  appoint  another  time  at  which 
the  said  acts  may  be  done  or  performed. 

Sec.  9.  The  general  laws  for  the  preservation  of  bridg- 
es and  trees,  ana  the  punishment  by  such  laws  provided

hereby  extended  to  and  shall  include  all  trees  belongiDg 
to  said  corporation,  and  all  bridges  now  built  and  all  that 
may  be  hereafter  built  in  said  city,  and  shall  apply  to  any 
wilful  or  malicious  damage  which  may  be  done  to  the 
same  by  any  person  or  persons  whatever,  and  the  com- 
mon council  may  from  time  to  time  make  such  by-laws  or 
ordinances  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  such  trees  and  bridges,  and  enforce  the  same  by 
adequate  penalties. 

Sec.  10.  When  any  suit  Or  action  shall  be  com- 
menced against  said  city,  the  service  thereof  may  be  made 
by  leaviug  a  copy  of  the  process,  by  the  proper  officer, 
with  the  mayor ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor, 
forthwith,  to  inform  the  common  council  thereof,  or  take 
such  other  proceedings  as  by  the  ordinances  or  resolutions 
of  said  council  may  be  in  such  case  provided. 

Sec.  11.  The  following  property,  at  any  time  herearter 
belonging  to  said  city  or  either  of  the  wards  thereof,  shall 
be  exempt  from  levy  and  sale  under  and  by  virtue  of  any 
execution :  engine  house8,hook  and  ladder  nouses,  together 
with  the  grounds  and  lots  on  which  they  are  situated,  and 
all  fire  engine8,carriage8,hooks,ladder8,bucket8,hose  or  any 
other  fire  apparatus  used  by  any  company  created  or  au- 
thorized by  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  school  and 
market  houses,  the  furniture  thereof,  and  furniture  of  Com- 
mon Council  and  office  rooms :  Provided^  that  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  exempt  any  of  the  aforesaid  re^ 
and  personal  property  from  levy  and  sale  by  virtue  of  any 
exemption  issued  on  judgments  rendered  in  favor  of  any 
person  or  persons  who  may  have  furnished  or  sold  any 
such  fire  apparatus  to  or  on  the  credit  of  said  city.  Nor 
shall  any  real  or  personal  property  of  any  inhabitant  of 
said  city,  or  of  any  individual  or  corporation,  be  levied  on 
or  sold  by  virtue  of  any  execution  issued  to  satisfy  or  col- 
lect any  debt,  obligation  or  contract  of  said  city. 

Sec.  12.  The  said  city  may  lease,  purchase  and  hold 
real  or  personal  estate,  sufficient  for  the  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same, 
and  the  same  shall  be  free  from  taxation. 

Sec.  13.  Eeal  estate  exempt  from  taxation  by  the  laws 
of  the  State,  shall  be  subject  to  special  taxes,  as  other  real 
estate  under  this  act.

ings at  such  places  wit&in  the  original  towns  of  Janesville, 
Harmony,  La  Prairie  and  Rock  as  their  present  board  of 
supervisors  shall  respectively  appoint,  and  thereafter  the 
place  of  meeting  shall  be  decided  by  vote  of  their  respec- 
tive town  meetings. 

Sec.  17.  The  town  business  of  the  present  towns  ofTownbiubeM 
Janesville,  Harmony,  La  Prairie  and  Rock,  up  to  the  time 
of  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  shall  be  selected  by  said 
towns  respectively,  and  the  amount  of  funds  remaining,  or 
debts  due,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  proportioned  be- 
tween-the  aforesaid  towns  and  said  city,  according  to  the 
amount  of  taxable  propertv  belonging  to  each  as  taken 
firom  the  last  assessment  roll.

have  in  their  hands  belonging  of  right  to  said  city,  and 
the  town  treasurer  of  the  towns   aforesaid  are  horeby  re- 
quired to  pay  any  money  in  their  hands  belonging  to  said 
city,  to  the  treasurer  thereof.

All  that  district  of  Country  in  the  county 
Declared  a  of  Sheboygan,  and  State  of  Wisconsin,  contained  within 
municipal  cor-  fhe  limits  and  boundaries  hereinafter  described,  shall  be 
P^*"**®"'  a  City,  by  the  name  of  ''  Sheboygan,"  and  the  people  now

shall  possess  the  powers  hereinafter  specifically  granted, 
and  the  authorities  thereof  shall  have  perpetual  succes* 
sion ;  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  of  being  contract- 
ed with,  sueing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  shall  have 
a  common  seal  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  The  territorj'-  included  within  the  following

CHAPTER  n. 

ELECTnONS. 

Section  1.  Tlie  annual  election  for  ward  and  City  Annual  eleo* 
Officers  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  of  eacn  ^^^* 
year,  at  such  place  in  each  ward  as  tlie  Common  Council 
shall  designate,  and  tlie  polls  shall  be  kept  open  from  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  till  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
and  ten  days  previous  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  time  and  place  of  nolding  such  elec- 
tions   and  the  city  and  ward  oflicers  to  be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  Theelecti  ve  officers  of  said  city  shall  be  a  May-  ...  ^  g. 
or,  Treasurer,  Marshal,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  ^^  ^ 
PoUce  Justice  for  the  City,  and  three  Aldermen,  one 
Assessor,  one  Constable,  and  one  Justice  of  the  Peace 
for  each  ward.  All  otherofficers  necessary  for  the  proper 
management  of  the  affairs  of  said  city  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Common  Council. 

All  elective  officers  except  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall,  Term  of  office, 
unless  otherwise  provided,  hold  their  respective  offices  for 
one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied :  Provided^  however,  the  Common  Council  shall  nave  p^-jg^ 
power,  for  due  cause,  to  expel  any  of  their  own  number, 
and  to  remove  from  office  any  officer  or  agent  under  the 
city  government,  due  notice  being  first  given  to  the  officer 
complained  of.  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  ^        , 
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Sec.  3.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  office 
in  gaid  City,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Common. 
Council.  The  persons  elected  or  appointed  to  fill  a  va- 
cancy shall  hold  his  ofiSce  and  discharge  the  duties 
thereof  for  the  unexpired  term  of  such  omce,  and  with 
the  same  rights  and  subject  to  the  same  duties  and  lia- 
bilities as  the  person  whose  office  he  may  be  elected  or 
appointed  to  fiU. 

Sec.  4.  All  elections  by  the  people  shall  be  by  ballot, 
and  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  constitute  an  election.  Where 
two  or  more  candidates  for  an  elective  office  shall  receive 
an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  office,  the  election 
shall  be  determined  hj  the  casting  of  lots,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Common  Council,  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner 
as  they  shall  direct. 

Sec.  6.  All  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  county  or  State 
officers,  and  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  city  for  six 
months  preceding  the  election,  and  for  ten  days  within 
the  wara  where  they  ofifer  to  vote,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
for  anv  officer  to  be  elected  under  this  law,  and  to  hold 
any  omce  hereby  created. 

Sec.  6.  The  elections  in  said  city,  shall  be  held  and 
conducted  by  the  aldermen  of  each  ward,  who  shall  be 
the  inspectors  of  elections,  and  shall  take  the  usual  oath 
or  affirmation  as  prescribed  by  the  general  laws  of  this 
State  to  be  taken  by  the  judges  and  inspectors  of  elec- 
tions, and  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  clerks  of  such 
elections  and  to  administer  the  necessary  oaths.  Said 
elections  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner 
and  under  the  same  penalties,  and  vacancies  in  the  board 
of  inspectors  thereof  filled  as  required  by  the  laws  of  this 
State  regarding  elections. 

Sec.  7.  If  either  of  the  inspectors  shall  suspect  that 
Illegal  TotiDg.  any  person  ofiering  a  vote  does  not  possess  the  qualifica- 
tions of  an  elector,  or  if  such  vote  oe  challenged  by  an 
elector,  the  inspector,  before  receiving  the  vote  of  iany 
such  person  shall  require  him  to  take  the  following  oath  : 

You  do  solemnly  swear  [or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be,] 
that  you  are  twenty-one  years  of  age ;  that  you  are  a  citi- 
zen of  the  United  States,  (or  have  declared  your  intention 
to  become  a  citizen  conformibly  to  the  laws  of  tlie  United 
States  on  the  subject  of  naturalization,)  that  you  have  re- 
sided in  this  city  six  months,  and  within  this  ward  ten 
days  next  preceding  this  election,  and  that  you  have  not 
voted  at  this  election^  and  that  you  have  niade  no  bet  or 
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vager,  or  become  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any 
bet  or  wager  depending  on  the  result  of  this  election. 

And  if  the  person  offering  to  vote  shall  take  such  oath, 
his  vote  shall  be  received ;  and  if  such  person  shall  take 
such  oath  falsely,  he  shall  be  deeinea  guilty  of  wilful 
and  comipt  perjury,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  upon 
indictment,  shall  suffer  the  punnishment  provided  by  law 
for  persons  guilty  of  perjury.  If  any  person  who  is  not  a 
qaalified  voter,  shall  vote  at  any  election,  or  if  any  per- 
son duly  qualified  shall  vote  in  any  ward  in  which  he 
does  not  resides,  or  shall  vote  more  than  once  at  any  one 
election,  he  shall  be  liable  to  indictment,  as  for  a  misde- 
meanor, and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspectors  to  keep  a  list  of  Liat  of  Totea 
the  names  of  all  persons  whose  votes  may  be  chal-  '^^^^  *»• 
lenged  as  aforesaid,  and  who  shall  swear  in  their  votes, 
and  if  any  inspector  shall  knowingly  and  corruptly  re- 
ceive the  vote  of  any  person  not  duly  authorized  to  vote, 
or  shall  make  out  false  returns  of  an  election,  or  any  clerk 
shall  not  mark  down  the  name  of  every  voter  as  he  votes,

Any  officer  removing  from  the  city,  or  any  Officer*  refat- 
ward  officer  removing  from  the  ward  for  which  he  was  ^^  ^  ^^^^ 
elected,  or  any  officer  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  for  ten 
days  after  notice  of  his  election  or  appointment  to  enter       t

cil shall  proceed,  at  the  next  meeting  after  such  vacancy 
to  fill  the  same,  as  herein  prescribed,  and  all  such  vacan- 
cies shall  be  filled  by  qualified  electors  residing  in  that 
ward  where  the  vacancy  lAay  occur. 

Sec.  10.    There  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  election

Sec.  11.     By  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Alderman  of 
Subfltitate  for  a^^T  ward,  the  Alderman  chosen  Chairman  may  substitute 
chariman.       either  of  the  other  Alderman  in  said  ward  in  his  place,  in 
said  Board  of  Supervisors  for  such  time  as  may  be  named 
by  him  in  writing,  with  such  consent  endorsed  thereon. 
Sec.  12.    The  r resident,  Trustees  and  all  other  officers 
Temporary      of  tlie  village  of  Sheboygan  now  in  oflice  shall  remain  in 
officers.  their  respective  offices  and  perform  the  respective  duties 

thereof  until  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  are  elected  un- 
der this  act ;  the  Clerk  and  Treasurer  of  the  village  of 
Sheboygan  shall  transfer  all  the  Books,  papers  and  mon- 
•  ey's,  which  may  be  in  their  hands  to  the  Clerk  and  Trea- 
surer who  may  be  elected  under  this  act,  and  all  laws 
Ordinances  and  lesolutions  passed  and  adopted  by  the  Trus- 
tees of  said  village  shall  remain  in  full  force  until  altered 
or  repealed  by  tlie  City  Council  established  under  this 
act.

said  election  shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  of  day,  and 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  election  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
judges  within  three  days  thereafter  to  make  returns  there- 
of to  llie  Clerk  of  said  village,  and  the  said  Clerk  shalllay 
the  same  before  the  Trustees  of  said  village  at  a  meeting 
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to  be  held  bj  them  within  one  week  after  ench  election 
and  the  said  Trustees  shall  determine  who  shall  have  been 
properly  elected  offiers  of  said  city  and  wards,  and  shall 
cause  such  determination  to  be  entered  in  their  records, 
and  the  Clerk  of  said  village  shall  notify  each  of  the  said 
offiers  of  his  election  to  his  respective  office. 

Sec.  14.    The  term  of  office,  of  every  officer  elected  Term  of  qf- 
under  this  act  shall  commence  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  *^

unless  otherwise  herein  provided,  continue  for  one  year 
and  until  his  successors  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  15.    Should  there  be  a  failure  by  the  people  to  New  elaetioiifl 
elect  any  officer  herein  required  to  be  elected,  on  the  day  ™*y  be  h«ld. 
designated,  the  Common  Council  may  order  a  new  election 
to  be  held,  on  giving  ten  days  public  notice  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  published  in  said  city. 

See.  16.  The  nrst  election  of  officers  under  the  pro- 
risions  of  this  act  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
April  A.  D.  1853. 


CHAPTER  nL 

OFFICEBS — TXIUIK  POWSBS  AlfD  DUTIES. 

Seohon  1.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any  DuUesofor- 
office,  under  this  act  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  ficen  on  en- 
duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  oftice,  and  *^"8  ""^" 
file  the  same  duly  certified  by  the  officer  taking  the  same^^  ^*' 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  city ;  and  the  Treasurer,  Clerk, 
Marshal  and  Police  Justice  and  such  other  officers  as  the 
Common  Council  may  direct,  shall,  severally,  before  thej 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  execute 
to  the  city  of  Sheboygan  a  bond,  with  at  least  two  sur- 
eties, who  shall  swear  that  they  are  each  worth  the  penaltj 
specified  in  said  bond,  over  and  above  all  debts,  exemp- 
tions or  liabilities  and  said  bonds  shall  contain  such  penal 
snm,  and  such  conditions  as  the  Common  Council  shall 
direct;  and  said  Council  may  from  time  to  time  require 
iiew  or  additional  bond,  and  remove  from  office  any  officer 
refbsing  or  neglecting  to  ^ve  the  same :  The  Justices  of 
the  Peace  elected  unaerthts  act  shall  have  the  same  juris- 
diction, and  perform  all  the  duties  of  Justices  of  the  reace 
la  provided  by  the  general  laws  of  this  State  except  that 
fheir  official  bonds  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
Alderman  of  the  ward  for  which  they  are  choaeifeigtzed  by  Google 
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Sec.  2*  The  Mayor  shall  when  present,  preside  over 
IHittes  «f  the  meetings  of  the  Common  Council,  and  take  care  that 
lUyop.  the  laws  of  the  State  and  the  Ordinances  of  the  city  are 

dnly  observed  and  enforced,  and  that  all  other  Executive 
Officers  ol  the  city  discharge  their  respective  duties ;  he 
shall  from  time  to  time,  give  the  Common  Council  such 
information  and  recommend  such  measures  aa  he  may 
deem  advantageous  to  the  citv.    The  Mayor  shall  be  the 
Chief  Executive   Officer,  and  head  of  the  Police  of  the 
city ;  and  in  case  of  a  riot  or  other  disturbance,  he  may 
appoint  as  many  special  or  temporary  Constables  as  he 
may  deem  necessary.    The  Mayor  shall  have  a  vote  in  the 
Common  Council  only  in  case  of  a  tie. 
Sec.  3    At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Common  Council, 
FMide&t  of    ®^^^  year,  they  shall  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot,  one  of 
coimciL  their  number  r resident,  and  in  the  absence  of  tlie  Mayor, 

the  said  President  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the 
Common  Council ;  and  during  tlie  absence  of  the  Mayor 
from  the  city,or  his  inability,  irom  any  reason,to  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  office,  the  said  President  shall  exercise 
all  the  powers  and  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  Mayor. 
In  case  the  Mayor  and  President  shall  be  absent  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Common  Council,  they  shall  proceed  to 
elect  a  temporary  presiding  officer,  who  for  the  time  be- 
ing shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  mayor.  The 
president,  or  temporary  presiding  officer,  while  presid- 
mg  over  the  board,  or  performing  the  duties  of  mayor, 
shall  be  styled  acting  mayor,  and  acts  performed  by  them, 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  validity  as  if  performed 
by  the  mayor. 
Sec.  4.  The  clerk  shall  be  elected  bj  ballot  by  the  Com- 
Dnkles  of  the  ™^^  Council;  he  shall  keep  the  Corporation  seal  and  all  the 
deik,  papers  and  records  of  the  city;  and  keep  a  record  of  the  pro- 

*  ceedings  of  the  common  council,  at  whose  meetings  it  snail 

be  his  duty  to  attend :  and  copies  of  all  papers  filed  inhis 
office,  and  transcripts  from  the  records  of  the  common 
council  certified  by  him,  under  the  corporate  seal,  shall 
be  evidence  in  all  courts,  in  like  manner  as  if  the 
original  were  produced  ;  he  shall  draw  and  coonter- 
Bign  all  orders  on  the  treasury  in  pursuance  of  any  order 
or  resolution  of  the  common  council,  and  keep  a  lull  and 
accurate  account  thereof  in  books  provided  for  that  pur- 
pore.  The  Clerk  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  ad- 
minister oaths  or  affirmations. 

Sec.  5.   The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging 
to  the  city  and  keep  an  accuate  and  detailed  account  there^ 
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in  such  manner  us  the  common  council  shall  from  time  ^^  ^ 
to  time  direct.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the  com* 
men  council,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  annnal  elec- 
tion, or  sooner  if  required  by  them,  a  full  and  detailed 
account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  after  the  date  of 
fte  last  annual  report,  and  also  of  the  state  of  the  treasu- 
ly,  which  amount  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk.

laws, for  the  government  and  good  order  of  the  city, for  the 
suppression  of  vice,  for  the  prevention  of  crime,  and  for  the 
benefit  of  the  trade,   commence  and  health  thereof,   as 
they  shall  deem  expedient ;  declaring  and  imposing  pen- 
alties, and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or  per- 
sons who  may  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  such  orob- 
ances,  rules  and  by-laws ;  and  such  ordinances,  rules  and 
by-laws  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  have  the  force  of 
law :  Provided^  That  they  be  not  repugnant  to  the  consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State ;  and 
for  such  purposes  shall  have  authority  by  ordinances,  reso- 
lutions or  by-laws.

a  basis  the  tax  list  of  such  year,  if  then  made  out,  and  if 
not,  then  the  tax  list  of  the  preceding  year.  • 

Sec.  6.    No  alderman  of  any  ward  shall  contract  debts  When  alder- 
against  such  ward,  in  any  one  year  to  an  amount  greater  ^^J^^"*** 
t£^  the  amount  of  tax  which  under  the  provisions  of  this  ^ebti. 
chapter  may  be  levied  in  such  ward  to  meet  the  current 
expenses  of  the  year ;  and  if  any  aldeiman  shall  so  con- 
tract debts  to  a  ^ater  amount  than  such  tax,  neither  such 
ward  nor  the  city  shall  be  liable  for  the  same,  but  the 
alderman  so  contracting  shall  be  liable  therefor,  as  if  the 
debt  had  originally  been  contracted  by  such  alderman 
personally ;  Provided,  That  no  alderman  shall  be  held 
liable  as  aforesaid,  without  proof  of  his  assent  as  alder- 
man to  the  contracting  of  the  liability  or  debt  by  the 
ward.

same,  the  courses  and  distances,  metes  and  bounds  of  the 
lands  proposed  to  be  taken,  together  with  the  names  and 
residences  of  the  owners  of  such  premises,  if  the  same 
shall  be  known  to  the  petitioners,  to  be  set  forth  in  such 
petition  the  common  council  shall  thereupon  cause  notice 
^  of  such  application  to  be  given  to  the  occupant  or  occu- 
pants of  such  lands,  if  any  there  be,  or  if  any  portion  of 
such  lands  shall  not  be  in  the  actual  occupation  of  any 

Serson,  then  the  common  council  shall  cause  such  notice, 
escribing  as  near  as  may  be,  the  premises  proposed  to  be 
taken,  to  be  published  in  the  official  paper  lor  four  wed» 
at  least  once  in  each  week. 
Sec.  2.  Such  notice  shall  state,  that  on  a  certain  day 
Notice  giren.  therein  to  be  named,  not  less  than  ten  days  from  the  ser- 
vice of  such  notice,  or  the  expiration  of  such  publication, 
as  the  case  may  be,  application  will  be  made  to  one  of  the 
Justices  of  the  Peace  of  said  City,  naming  such  Justice, 
for  the  appointment  of  twelve  jurors  to  view  said  premi- 
ees,  and  to  determine  whether  it  will  be  necessary  or  for 
the  interest  of  the  City,  to  take  the  same  for  the  purpose 
specified  in  said  petition. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  the  presentation  of  such  application,  and 
upon  proof  of  the  publication  or  service  of  the  notice  here-

ting that  the  expense  of  such  excavation  or  filling  will  ex- 
ceed the  benefit  the  same  will  be  to  the  property  assessed 
fterefore  the  street  comrnissionere  shall  require  the  marshal 
to  summon  five  free-holders,  not  residents  of  the  ward,  nor 
owners  of  nor  interested  in  said  lots  or  lands,  who  after  be- 
ing sworn  fiiithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  the  trusts 
reposed  in  them,  shall  examine  t  he  premises,  and  if,  lu 
their  opinion,  the  cost  of  such  work  shall  exceed  the 
benefit  derived  therefrom,  to  such  lots  or  lands,  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  make  report  thereof  to  said  commissioners,  in 
writing,  and  shall  state  therein,  what  portion  of  such 
work  shall  be  chargeahle  to  such  lots  or  parcels 
of  land,  and  how  mucfi,  or  what  portion  shall  be  charge- 
able to  the  ward  fund;  and  such  proportion  as  shall  be  re- 
ported a<^  properly  chargeable  to  the  lots  or  parcels  of  land 
aforesaid,  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  same,  and  levied  and 
collected  as  other  taxes  and  assessments,  and  the  remain- 
der shall  bepaid  out  of  the  ward  fund;  P/^ovid^d^howeveTj 
That  the  petition  of  no  owner,  feeling  himself  aggrevied  proyiio^' 
by  an  act  of  the  street  commissionei-s,  shall  be  received 
unless  the  same  shall  be  presented  within  fifteen  days  af- 
ter the  first  publication  of  the  notice  requiring  the  same 
to  be  done :  and  Provided  further.  That  when  it  shall  ap- 
jyear  to  the  street  commissioners  that  lands  belonging  to  the 
non-residents,  infants,  or  persons  laboring  under  any  leagl 
disability,  who  shall  not  be  represented  by  any  agent  or 
guardian,  are  not  benefited  by  the  making  of  streets  m  front 
of  such  lots  or  lands,  to  the  amount  of  the  cost  and  expense 
thereof,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to 
cmae  to  be  summoned,  a  jury,  as  is  herein  provided. 

Sec.  8.    The  street  commissioners  shall  give  notice  to  xtdMnoei. 
all  owners  or  occupants  of  lots  which  may  be  deemed  in-  at>atemen(  o£ 
jnrious  to 'health  by  reason  of  stagnant  water  remaining  * 

thereon,  in  the  oflScial  paper  for  ten  days,  to  abate  such 
nuisance  by  draining  or  filling  such  lot  within  a  reasona- 
ble time,  therein  to  be  specified,  and  if  such  nuisance  shall 
not  be  abated  or  removed  within  the  time  so  specified,  the 
itreet  commissioner  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  abated  and 
removed  at  the  expense  of  the  property  upon  which  the 
same  may  exist. 

Sec.  9.    The  Street  Commissioners  shall  ^^^%V,^o^^x^oQle 
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to  regulate  and  cause  to  be  constructed,  altered  and  main- 
tained, wharves  along  the  banks  of  the  Sheboygan  river, 
and  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  power  and  control 
over  the  said  river,  that  they,  may  by  virtue  of  this  act 
possess  over  street  and  alleys.  They  shall  also  have  power 
to  cause  the  Sheboygan  river  to  be  dredged  on  each  side 
thereof  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  m  width,  and  the 
expense  of  constructing,  altering  and  maintaing  such 
wharves,  and  dred^ng  Sie  river  shall  be  apportioned  by 
the  street  commissioners  among,  and  payable  by  the  sever- 
al lots  or  parcels  of  land  extending  to  said  river,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  work  done  opposite  to  such  lot  or  parcel  of 
land  to  be  estimated  by  them  or  the  citysurveyor ;  Pro- 
mdedy  however,  That  before  causeing  such  work  to  be  done 
the  same  notices  shall  be  given  as  is  required  in  the  case 
of  grading  streets. 

Sec.  10.  After  the  completion  and  performance  of  anv 
contract  entered  by  any  street  commissioners  for  work 
chargeable  to  lots  or  lands  by  virtue  of  this  act,  they  shall 
give  to  the  contractor  or  contractors  a  certificate,  under 
uieir  hand,  stating  therein  the  amount  of  work  done  by 
such  contractor,  the  nature  thereof,  and  the  description  of 
the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  upon  which  the  same  i^  chargeable 
which  saia  certificate  may  be  transfered  by  endorsement 
thereon,  and  if  the  amount  thereof  shall  not  be  paid  before 
the  time  of  making  out  the  annual  assessment  roll,  the 
same  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  said  lots  or  parcels  of  land 
respectively,  and  collected  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
holder  of  such  certificate,  as  other  taxes  on  real  estate 
are  collected  by  virtue  of  this  act ;  and  if  the  notice  to  do 
the  work  required  shall  have  been  given,  as  herein  provi- 
ded, no  informality  or  error  in  the  proceedings  shall  vitiate 
such  assessment;  Provided^  That  m  no  event  where  work 
is  ordered  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  any  lot  or  parcel 
of  land,  shall  either  the  city  or  any  ward  be  held  respon- 
sible for  the  payment  thereof. 

Sec.  11.  In  all  cases  where  work  is  ordered  to  be  done 
by  the  owner  of  any  lot,  under  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter, such  owner  may  make  his  appeal,  as  herein  before  pro- 
vided, at  any  time  within  twenty  days  after  the  publica- 
tion of  the  notice  required  to  be  given,  and  until  the  ex- 
piration of  such  twenty  days  no  such  order  shall  be  exe- 
cuted. 

Sec.  13-  There  shall  be  two  day's  work  iperformed  an- 
nually on  the  streets,  highways,  lanes  and  alleys  by  each 
male  person  who  by  the  laws  of  this  State  is  hable  or  sub-

CHAPTER  Vm. 

ASSBSSING,  LEVTING  AND  OOLLECriNO  TAXES. 

Sec.  1.  All  property,  real  or  personal,  within  the  P«>P«>^  wb* 
city,  except  such  as  may  be  exempt  by  the  laws  of  this"}?^**^****" 
state  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  for  the  support  of  the 
city  government,  and  the  payment  of  its  debts  and 
Uabilities,  and  the  same  shall  be  assessed  in  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  provided ;  and  the  assessors  elected  under 
this  act  shall  have  and  possess  the  same  powers  that  are  or 
may  be  conferred  upon  town  assessors,  except  so  far  as 
they  may  be  altered  by  this  act ;  Provided^  however,  That 
the  common  council  may  prescribe  the  form  of  assessment 
rolls,  and  more  fully  define  the  duties  of  assessors,  and 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  in  relation  to  revising,  al- 
tering, or  adding  to  such  rolls  as  they  may  from  time  to 
time  deem  advisable. 

Sec.  2.    Whein  ten  day  after  receiving  notice  of  their  AMewoM, 
election,  the  assessors  shall  ^semble  at  the  common  coun-  *"'y  ^ 
cil  chamber,  and  after  taking  their  official  oath  shall  pro- 
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ceed  to  organize  their  body  by  electing  one  of  their  num- 
ber Chairman,  who  shall  be  authorised  to  administer  such 
oaths  as  shall  be  required  by  this  Chapter;  and  within 
Buch  time  as  the  common  council  shall  designate,  the  said 
assessors  shall  make  out  a  complete  and  accurate  aasess- 
ment  roll,  which  shall  contain  a  description,  as  near  as 
may  be,  of  all  the  lands,  lots,  or  parcels  of  landj  within 
said  city  sufficint  to  identify  the  same ;  and  also  of  all 
persons  or  bodies,  politic,  liable  to  pay  taxes  on  personal 
property ;  and  opposite  to  each  lot  or  paral  of  land,  shall 
be  aflSxed  the  value  thereof;  and  opposite  to  the  name  of 
each  person  or  body  politic,  shall  be  affixed  the  value  of  the 
personal  property  tor  which  such  person  or  body  politic 
shall  be  assessed.  Where  tliere.are  buildings  upon  any  lot 
or  parcel  of  land,  the  value  of  the  same  shall  be  set  forth 
in  a  separate  column.  The  aasessors  may  if  they  deem  it 
advisable  assess  any  lot  or  track  of  land  in  such  parcels  or 
such  subdivisions  as  they  may  deem  proper,  but  it  sball 
not  be  necessary  to  enter  the  name  of  the  owner  opposite 
to  a-iy  tract  or  parcel  of  land.  Any  act  done  by  a  majority 
of  the  assessors  shall  have  the  same  force,  and  effect  as  if 
done  by  all  the  assessors  elected  under  this  act- 
Sec.  3.  When  the  same  shall  be  completed,  the  asses- 
BhaD  meet  to  sors  shall  give  one  weeks  notice  thereof  in  the  official  pa- 
"'"  "*"""  pers,  and  shall  fix  a  time  and  convenient  place  where  they 
will  meet  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  any  objections  of 
parties  deeming  themselves  aggrieved  by  such  assessment; 
and  after  hearing  the  same,  the  assessors  shall  make  such 
alterations  or  revisions  as  justice  or  equity  may  require ; 
Provided^  The  time  of  hearing  such  objections  shall  not 
be  extended  more  thaax  two  weeks  irom  the  experation  of 
such  notice. 

Sec.  4.  Within  one  week  after  the  time  limited  for  the 
hearing  of  such  objections,  the  Board  of  assessors  shall  re- 
S  wtiinie<r  *^"^  ^^®  ^^^^  assessment  roll  to  the  common  council,  and 
they  may  confirm  or  refer  the  same  back  to  the  board  of 
assessors.  The  common  council  may  supply  omissions  in 
said  roll,  and  for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  tlie  same,  may 
alter,  add  to,  take  from,  and  otherwise  revise  and  correct 
the  same;  Provided^  however,  The  common  council  shall 
not  have  power  to  increase  tlie  amount  of  said  roll,  except 
by  the  value  of  such  real  property  as  may  have  been 
omitted  by  the  assessors. 

Sec.  5.  When  the  assessment  roll  shall  have  been  re- 
vised and  corrected,  the  same  shall  be  filed  with  tlie  clerk 
and  an  order  confirming  the  same  shall  be  entered  in  the 
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proceedings  of  the  common  council,  tlierenpon  the  com*  Common 
men  council  shall,  by  resolution,  levy  such  sum  or  sums  of  ^^^^^  "^ 
money  as  may  be  sufficient  for  the  several  purposes  for 
which  faxes  are  herein  authorized  to  be  levied,  but  not 
exceeding  the  authorized  per  centage,  particularly  specify- 
ing the  purposes  for  which  the  same  are  levied,  ana  if  not 
for  general  city  purposes,  the  ward  upon  which  the  same 
are  levied. 


Sec.  6.  All  taxes  and  assessments,  general  and  special,  Taxes  i 
levied  under  this  act,  shall  be  and  remain  a  lien  upon  the  •  ^^^  "P^" 
lands  and^nements  upon  wldch  they  may  by  assessed  P^P®^* 
from  the  time  of  the  confirmation  of  such  assessment  roll ; 
and  oa  all  personal  property  of  any  person  or  body  politic 
assessed  for  personal  taxes,  from  the  delivery  of  the  war- 
rant  for  the  collection  thereof,  until  such  tax  shall  be  paid; 
and  uosale  or  transfer  of  such  real  or  personal  estate  shall 
effect  such  lien.  Any  personal  property  belonging  to  the 
person  taxed,  may  be  taken  and  sold  for  the  payment  of 
taxes  upon  personal  property. 

Sec.  T.  As  soon  as  said  tax  shall  be  levied,  the  com-  2!S^^J^^  ' 
men  council  shall  cause  the  same  assessment  roll  to  be  treaBurer« 
copied  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  setting  opposite 
to  each  tract  of  land  and  to  each  person  named  under 
proper  columns,  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  be  levied  upon 
snch  lot  or  against  such  person.  The  said  copy  shall  be 
designated  the  tax  list,  and  to  it  shall  be  appended  a  war- 
rant, signed  by  the  Mayor  and  Clerk,  and  sealed  with  the 
Corporate  seal  of  said  city,  directed  to  the  Treasurer,  re- 
quiring and  commanding  him  to  collect  the  taxes  and  as- 
sessments in  said  list  specified  in  the  manner  prescribed

ings within  the  fire  limits,  when  the  same  shall  have  been 
damaged  to  the  extent  of  fifty  per  cent  of  the  value  there- 
of, and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  ascertaining  such  da- 
mage.

cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  or  placedTln   a  safe  and 
Becure  condition  when  considered  dangerous ; 

To  prevent  thedeposite  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places; 

To  require  tlie  inhabitants  to  provide  as  manv  fire  buck- 
I  ets,  and  in  such  manner  and  time  as  they  shall  prescribe, 
and  to  regulate  the  use  of  them  in  time  of  fire ; 

To  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  manufac- 
tories, dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting  fires. 

To  reguuite  and  prevent  the  use  of  fire  works  and  fiire- 
arms; 

To  compel  the  owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  to 
liave  scuttles  in  the  roo&,  and  stairs  or  ladders  loading  to 
the  same;  ^        t 
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To  oathorize  the  mayor,  aldermen,  firewardens,  and  other 
officers  of  the  city  to  keep  away  from  the  vicinity  of  any 
fire  all  idle  and  suspected  persons,  and  to  compel  all  by- 
standers to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  in  lie 
preservation  of  property  exposed  to  danger  thereat,  and 
genemlly  to  establisli  such  regulations  tor  the  prevention 
and  extinguishment  of  fires  as  the  common  council  may 
deem  expedient. 

Sec.  3.  Hie  common  council  shall  have  power  to  pn> 
May  purchase  chase  fire  engines  and  other  fire  apparatus,  and  to  autho- 
fire  engines,  rize  the  formation  of  fire  enorine,  hook  and  ladder,  and 
*®*  hose  companies,  and   to  provide  for  the  due  and  proper 

support  and  regulation  of  the  same ;  and  to  order  such 
companies  to  be  disbanded  and.  their  meetings  to  be  pro- 
hibited, and  their  apparatus  to  be  delivered  up.  Each 
company  shall  not  exceed  seventy  able  bodied  men,  be- 
tween the  ages  of  eighteen  and  fifty  years,  and  may  elect 
their  own  omcers  and  form  their  own  by-laws,  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  the  ordinances  or  re- 
gulations of  said  city,  and  shall  be  formed  only  by  volun- 
tary enlistment.

There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  membere  of 
K»  eompt-  ^^^^  companies  on  the  second  Monday  of  April  in  each 
nies  staU  year,  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated  by  tlie  common 
meet  council,  when  they  may  nominate  and  recommend  to  the 

common  council  for  appointment,  one  chief  engineer,  and 
three  assistant  engineers,  and  the  said  council  shall  there-

and  to  confine  him  temporarily  in  any  safe  place  u  i  til  such 

fire  shall  be  extinguished ;  and  in  the  same  manner  such 

oflBcers,  or  any  of  them,  may  arrest,  or  direct  the   arrest 

and  confinement  of  any  person  at  such  fire  who  shall  be 

intoxicated  or  disorderly,  and  any  person  who  shall  refuse 

to  obey  any  such  lawful  order,  or  who  shall  refuse  to  arrest 

or  aid  in  arresting  any  person  so  refusing,  shall  be  liable 

to  such  penalty  as  the  common  council  may  prescribe,  not 

exceeding  fifteen  dollars.

EDUCATION. 

The  limits  of  said  city  shall  constitute  one  one  achool 
School  District,  and  the  laws  of  the  State  on  the  subject  district, 
of  common  schools  in  the  towns  shall  apply  to  said  city, 
and  all  acts  required  in  said  laws  to  be  done  by  any  town 
officer  relative  to  schools  and  school  officers,  shall  be  per- 
formed in  the  same  manner  by  the  corresponding  officers 
in  said  city. 

Any  differences  arising  between  said  school  Superintend-' 
district  and  any  other  school  district,  growing  out  of  the  ent  to  ac|Jurt 
passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  settled  and  adjusted  by  the  difficultioa. 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  said  city  and  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  for  the  town  of  Sheboygan. 

Sec.  3.  The  common  conncil  may  borrow,  on  the  faith  '^^^^^  ^^ 
of  the  city,  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  for  ^^""^ 
the  purpose  of  erecting  and  furnishing  a  public  school 
house  in  said  city,  for  a  term  not  less  than  five  years  and 
at  an  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  and  may  issue 
the  bonds  of  the  city  therefor  and  shall  provide  for  the 
payment  of  principal  and  interest  thereof,  by  a  general  tax 
upon  all  the  taxaole  real  and  personal  property  in  said 
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CHAPTER  XL 

BUPPOBT  OF  POOK. 

SBonoN  1.  The  laws  of  this  State  for  the  relief  and 
LftwtofBute  support  of  the  poor  in  towns  shall  apply  to  said  city,  and 
•h*D»PPi/'  the  common  council  shall  annually  levy  such  tfix  as  may 
be  necessary  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  such  laws, 
and  the  common  council  shall  appoint  one  of  their  num- 
ber to  act  as  overseer  of  the  poor  of  said  city,  who  shall 
perform  all  the  duties  of  overseer  of  poor  in  towns. 


CHAPTER  Xn. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PB0VI80NS. 

Sec,  1.  All  work  for  the  city,  or  either  of  the  wards, 
shall  be  let  by  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  due  no- 
tice shall  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  letting  such 
contract. 

Sec.  2.  No  money  shall  be  appropriated  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever,  except  such  as  are  expressly  authorized  by 
this  act. 

Sec.  3.  No  penalty  or  jud^ent  recovered  in  favor  of 
the  city  shall  be  remitted  or  discharged,  except  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  all  the  aldermen  elect. 

Sec.  4.  All  actions  brought  to  recover  any  penalty  or 
forfeiture  under  this  act,  or  the  ordinances,  by-laws,  or 
police  or  health  regulations  made  in  pursuance  thereof, 
shall  be  brought  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  city.  It 
shall  be  lawful  to  declare  generally  in  debt,  for  such  pen- 
alty or  forfeiture,  stating  tne  clause  of  this  act,  or  by-law, 
or  ordinance,  under  which  the  penalty  or  forfeiture  is 
claimed,  and  to  give  the  special  matter  in  evidence  un- 
der it. 

Sec.  8.  All  ordinances,  regulations  or  resolutions  now 
in  force  in  the  village  of  Sheboygan,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act,  shall  remain  in  force  under  this  act  until 
altered,  modified,  or  repealed  by  the  common  council 
after  this  act  shall  take  effect. 

Sec.  9.  All  actions,  rights,  fines,  penalties  and  forfei- 
tures in  suit  or  otherwise,  which  have  accumulated  under 
the  government  of  said  village,  shall  be  vested  in  and  pro- 
secuted by  the  corporation  hereby  created* 
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Sec.  10.    If  any  election  by  the  people  or  Common  wben  m  flto- 
Council  shall,  for  any  cause,  not  be  held  at  the  time,  or  *»on  is  nol 
in  the  manner  herein  prescribed,  or  if  tlie  Council   shall  ^^^ 
&ii  to  orgiinize  as  herein  provided,  it  shall   not   be   con- 
sidered reason  for  arresting,  suspending,  or  absolving  said 
corporation,  but  such  election  or  corp  )riition   may  be  had 
on  any  subsequent  day,  by  order  of  the  Coinmim  Council, 
and  it  any  of  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act,  or  the   or- 
dinances or  by-laws  of  the  city,  to  be  done  by  any    oflfi- 
cer  at  any  specified  time,  and  the  same  arc  not  tlieu  done 
the  Common  Council  may  appoint  another  time,  at  which 
the  said  acts  may  be  done  and  performed. 

Sec.  11.     Bridges  shall  be  maintained,   supported  and  Bridges, 
built  across  tlie  Slieboygan  River  in  said  city,   where  the 
same  may  be  necessary  or  convenient,  at  the  general   ex- 
pense of  the  city.     All  of  said  bridges  shall  contain  draws 
sufficient  for  the  passage  of  vessels  and  boats. 

Sec.  12.  The  general  laws  for  the  preservation  of  bridg-  Laws  reUtir* 
es,  and  the  punishment  by  such  laws  provided  for  tlie  to  bridges, 
wilful  and  malicious  i  i juries  done  thereto,  are  hereby  ex- 
tended to  such  bridges,  and  the  common  council  may 
make  such  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  preservation 
of  such  bridges,  and  enforce  the  same  by  aaequate  pen- 
alties; and  for  any  injury  done  thereto,  by  boats  or  ves- 
sels, may  proceed  against  them  under  the  law  to  provide 
for  the  collection  of  demands  against  boats  and  vessels. 

Sec.  13.     When    any   suit    or    action  shall  be  com- Salts,  how 
menced  against  said  city,  the  service  of  process  therein  «o«j«nenorf 
maybe  made  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof,    by  the  proper  ^2^* 
officer,  with  the  mayor ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
mayor,  forthwith,  to  inform  the  common  council   thereof, 
or  talce  such  other  proceedings  as  by  the  ordinances  or 
resoluHona  of  said  council  may  in  such  case  be  provided. 

Sec.  14.  The  common  council  may  appoint  three' odnmyridi^ 
commissioners  from  each  ward,  who,  with  the  assistance  «* 
of  a  BurveyOi  and  assistants,  to  be  appointed  by  said  coun- 
cil, shall  cause  a  new  and  accurate  survey  to  be  made  of 
the  lines  and  boundaries  of  all  the  streets,  alleys,  side- 
wal'w,  public  grounds,  wharves  and  blocks,  and  shall  cause 
to  be  established  snch  permanent  land-mar.  s  as  they 
may  deem  necessary,  and  to  cause  an  accurate  plat  or  plats 
thereof  to  be  made,  and  certified  to  by  the  said  Surveyor 
and  Commissioners,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Oity  Clerk,  and  a  cop}  thereof,  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  Regiister  of  deeds,  of  Sheboygan  county.

pounds,  wharves  and  blocks,  in  all  cases  in  which  they 
snall.be  drawn  into  controversy,  in  aU  courts  of  this 
State. 

Sec.  16.  The  common  council  may  at  anytime,  under 
£he  direction  of  a  Surveyor  to  be  appointed  by  them, 
cause  to  be  established  the  ^rade  of  all  streets,  side- walks, 
and  alleys  in  said  city,  and  snail  cause  accurate  profiles 
thereof  to  be  m  de,  one  of  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  Register  of  deeds  of  Sheboygan  county ;  or 
they  may  adopt  such  grades  as  have  already  been  made 
or  established  by  the  village  of  Sheboygan ;  and  should 
the  grade  so  established  or  adopted  by  said  city,  at  any 
time  hereafter  be  altered,  all  aamages,  costs  and  charges 
arising  therefrom,  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  to  the  owner 
of  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  or  tenement,  wliich  may  be 
effected  or  injured  in  consequence  of  the  alteration  of 
such  grade. 

Sec.  17.  The  common  council  may  appoint  one  or  more 
commisioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  report  to  the  com- 
mon council  within  a  reasonable  time,  a  draft  of  all  ordi- 
nances, by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and  forms,  that  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  this  act  fully  into  effect,  and  more  ful- 
ly to  deline  the  power  and  duties,  and  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  the  several  officers  created  or  authorized  by  this 
act.  The  said  ordinances,  by-laws  &c.,  when  they  shall 
have  been  adopted  by  the  common  council,  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  a  convenient  form,  together  with  this  act,  and 
the  same,  when  so  published,  shall  be  admitted  as  evi- 
dence in  any  court  within  this  State,  of  the  passage  and 
publication  of  such  ordinances,  without  any  further  publi- 
cation in  the  official  paper. 

Sec.  18.  The  said  city  may  lease,  purchase  and  hold 
Vijliold  real  real  or  personal  estate  sufficient  for  the  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the 
same,  and  the  same  shall  be  free  from  taxation.

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be  competent  to  exercise  all  the  rights  and  priyili^  and 
be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obbgations  appertaining  to 
a  municipal  Corporation. 
^  Sec.  3.     The  said  cit^  shall   be  divided  into  three 

Wardi.  wardS)  the  boundaries  of  which,  for  the  present,  and  un- 

til changed,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  as  foUowSi 
to  wit :    All  that  part  lyin^  west  of  Feny  street,  on  the 
north  side  of  Fox  river,  shdl  constitute  the  First  Ward. 
All  that  part  lyin^  east  of  Ferrj  street,  on  the  north  side 
of  Fox  nver,  shall  constitute  the  Second  Ward ;  and  all 
that  part  lying  south  of  Fox  river,  shall  constitute  the 
Thira  Wiurd.    But  the  common  council  shall  have  power 
to  change  said  lines  of  divisions  as  they  may  deem  conve- 
nient and  proper. 
Sec.  3.    The  government  of  said  city,  and  the  exerciae 
Offieen.         of  its  corporate  powers,  and  mana^ment  of  its  fiscal 
prudential  and  municipal  concerns,  snaU  be  vested  in  a 
mayor  and  common  council,  and  such  other  officers  as 
are  hereinafter  provided  for.    The  said  council  shall  con- 
sist of  six  aldermen ;  two  from  each  ward,  who  are  acta- 
ally  residing  therein,  and  shall  be  denominated  the  *^  com- 
mon council."

And  how  eon«  ^  elected  in  said  city,  one  mayor,  one  marshal,  one  clerk, 
dnctod*  one  superintendent  of  schools,  one  treasurer,  two  aldermen 

in  each  ward,  one  assessor  in  each  ward,  one  constable  in 
each  ward,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  rear,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  There 
shall  also  be  elected,  at  the  time  and  place  for  electing 
other  city  officers,  and  every  two  yeans  thereafter,  one 
justice  of  the  peace  in  each  ward,  wno  shall  hold  his  of- 
fice for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
aualified,  the  same  as  justices  of  the  peace  elected  under 
le  provisions  of  the  Bevised  Statutes. 
Sec.  6.  The  first  election  of  city  officers  under  this  act, 
shall  be  held  at  the  court  house  in  the  village  of  Oshkoeh, 
and  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  town  of  Oahkosbi 
shall  be  the  inspectors  of  such  election.  For  all  snbee- 
quent  elections,  there  shall  be  a  poll  opened  for  each 
ward,  at  such  place  as  the  common  council  shall  desig- 
nate, and  the  two  aldermen  and  the  assessor  of  each  wara 
shall  be  the  inspectors  of  the  election  in  such  ward- 
Such  board  of  ward  inspectors  shall  proceed  in  ail  matters 
relating  to  the  conducting  of  such  election,  and  the  can* 
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yaasing  of  yotes,  according  to  the  provisionB  of  Beyised 
Statutes,  in  relation  to  town  elections.  The  aldermen^ 
justice  of  the  peace,  assessor,  and  constable  for  each 
ward,  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  such  wards  ex- 
clnsirelj ;  and  the  mayor,  marshal,  inspector  of  schools, 
clerk  and  treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  general  ticket,  by 
the  electors  of  the  whole  city.  After  the  polls  are  closed, 
the  inspectors  in  each  ward  shall  proceed  forthwith  to 
eanyass  the  ballots ;  they  shall  be  goyemed  in  all  res- 
pects, the  same  as  town  inspectors.  After  the  ballots  aro 
counted,  they  shall  certify  under  their  hands  and  seals, 
the  names  of  persons,  (and  the  offices  for  which  the  yotes 
were  cast,)  written  at  full  length,  who  are  elected  to  ward 
offices,  and  appoint  one  of  their  number  who  shall  depos- 
its such  certmcate  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  who 
shall  file  the  same.  And  also  on  a  separate  certificate, 
which  shall  be  carefully  sealed  up,  the  number  of  yotes 
cast,  and  for  whom,  written  as  aboye,  and  shall  appoint 
one  of  their  number  to  present  such  certificate  to  tiue  city 
elerk,  immediately,  and  the  persons  so  appointed,  in  con- 
nection with  the  mayor  and  said  city  clerk  shall  on  the

hereof,  shall  also  be  required  to  give  bonds  with  such 
sureties,  and  in  such  sum  as  said  city  council  shall  deter- 
mine ;  and  all  officers  elected  or  appointed  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  afdrination  to  support  the 
consitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin, and  faithfully  perforin  the  duties  of  their  respect- 
ive offices,  which  oath  or  affirmation,  together  with  all 
oflScial  bonds,  shall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office. 

Sec.  7.  The  mayor  shall  be  chief  executive  officer,  and 
head  of  the  police  of  the  city.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to 
recommend  m  writing,  to  the  city  council,  such  measures 
as  he  may  deem  expedient.  He  shall  keep  the  seal  of 
said  city,  sign  all  communications,  licenses  and  peiinits, 
which  maay  be  granted  by  the  city  council.  lie  shall 
endeavor  to  maintain  peace  and  good  order,  and  see  that 
the  laws  of  the  State,  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  are 
observed  and  executed.  He  shall  have  power  to  adminis- 
ter oaths  or  affirmations,  and  to  take  and  certify  to  the  ac- 
knowledgement of  deeds,  or  other  instruments,  in  writing. 
As  a  judicial  officer  he  shall  have  power,  and  by  givirg 
bonds  as  J  e  juired  bj  law,  may  exercise  the  juii^jdictioa 
of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  to  prevent  or  suppre^^s  riots 
or  other  public  disturbances  ;  he  may  appoint  as  many 
special  constables  as  ho  may  think  proper. 

Sec.  8.  The  members  of  the  city  council  shall,  on  the 
first  Monday  after  their  election,  or  as  soon  tliereafter  as 
may  be  practicable,  assemble,  and  elect  from  their  own 
body,  a  president  to  preside  at  all  their  meetings  in  the 
absence  of  the  mayor;  and  a  majority  of  tlie  mem- 
bers shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business; 
ea^'h  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.  The  major 
shall  preside  at  all  their  meetings,  if  present,  and  shall 
have  the  casting  vote,  and  no  otlier.  In  case  a  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  mayor,  or  his  being  unable  to  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office  by  temporary  absence  or  sickness,  the 
president  of  the  city  council,  shall  be  vested  with  all  the 
powers,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  mayor,  until  tlie 
mayor  shall  resume  his  office,  or  the  vacancy  is  filled  by 
a  new  election. 

Sec.  9.  The  city  council  shal  have  power  to  preserve 
order  and  propriety  in  its  meetings,  and  to  punish  in  a 
summary  manner,  by  fine  and  imprisonment  all  disorder- 
dorijr  condttok  ly  or  disrespectful  conduct  in  its  presence,  and  also  to  com- 
pel by  pecuniary  penalties,  the  attendance  of  its  members. 
They  shall  detenmne  the  rules  of  their  proceedings,  and 
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keep  a  journal  tlicreof,  wliich  shall  be  open  to  the  inspecr 
tion  of  any  citizen  at  all  reasonable  times  and  hours,  and 
prescribe  the  time,  and  fix  the  place  of  holding  their  meet- 
ing3,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  public. 

Sec.  10.  The  major,  each  of  the  aldermen,  marshal,  OSecrs  of  t)b« 
or  deputy  marshal,  each  and  every  justice  of  the  peace,  P«««- 
and  constable  of  said  city,  shall  be  officers  of  the  peace, 
and  suppress  in  a  summary  manner,  all  rioting  and  disor- 
deily  bvhivior,  in  a  manner  consistant  with  the  ordinan- 
ces ot  said  city,  or  the  laws  of  this  State,  within  the  lim- 
its of  said  city,  and  for  such  purpose,  may  command  the 
assistance  of  all  bystanders,  and,  if  need  be,  of  all  citi- 
zens, and  military  companies ;  and  if  any  such  bystand- 
ers, military  officers,  or  private  of  such  company,  shall  re- 
fuse to  aid  in  maintaining  the  peace,  when  so  required, 
such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  such  fine  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  ordinance  of  the  city  council,  or  the  laws  of 
the  State,  in  such  case  made  and  provided. 

Sec.  11.  The  marshal  shall  possess  all  the  powers  of  a  D^jjeg  ^y^ 
constable  of  towns,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities,  ahal. 
It  shall  be  bis  duty  to  execute  all  writs,  and  process,  to 
him  directed  by  the  mayor,  and  when  necessary,  in  crim- 
inal cases,  or  for  a  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  said  city,  •,, 
or  laws  of  this  State,  may  pursue  and  serve  the  same  in 
any  part  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin.  It  shall  be  his  duty 
to  suppress  all  riots,  disturbances,  and  breaches  of  the 
peace,  to  apprehend  any  person  in  the  act  of  committing 
any  offence  against  any  ordinance  of  said  city,  or  laws  of 
this  Srate,  and  forthwith  bring  such  person  before  some 
<5ompetent  authority,  for  examination ;  and  for  such  ser- 
vice, he  shall  receive  such  fees  as  are  allowed  to  constables 
for  like  services.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  one 
or  more  deputies  to  be  approved  by  the  city  council,  but 
for  whose  otficial  acts  he  shall  be  responsible,  and  of  whom 
he  may  require  a  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties. 

Sec.  12.     All  justices  of  the    peace,   and  constables.  City  jostioei, 
elected  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  have  and  exercise   the 
same  powers  and  duties,  and  be  subject  to  the   same  lia- 
bilities and    regulations,  as   justices    and  constables  in 
towns. 

Sec.  13.    The  superintendent  of  schools,  shall  have  and  Sup't.  of 
exercise  the  same  powers  and  duties,  and  be  subject  to  the  schools, 
same  liabilities  as  the  superintendent  of  schools  in  towns, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

Sec.  14r.    The  clerk  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the,  glc 
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common  coxmcil,  and  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedinfi 
and  also  a  faithiul  record  of  all  the  doings  and  votes  of  me 
inhabitants,  at  their  regular  or  special  meetings.  He  diall 
perform  ssuch  duties  as  may  be  lawiuUy  required  of  him 
by  the  common  council,  who  shall  fix  and  prescribe  his 
compensation  therefor ;  he  shall  file  in  his  omce  all  chat- 
tel mortgages  presented  to  him  for  that  purpose,  and  safe- 
ly keep  the  same,  receiving  therefor,  the  same  compensa- 
tion as  clerks  of  towns,  and  all  chattel  mort^ges  so  filed^ 
shall  be  as  valid  and  legal  as  if  the  same  had  been  filed  in 
the  town  clerk's. oflSce,  m  any  town.  It  shall  also  be  his 
duty  to  do  and  perform  any  act  required  to  be  done  by 
the  clerk  of  towns,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  clerk,  or  of  his 
inability  to  act,  the  common  council  may  appoint  a  clerk 
to  act  during  such  absence  or  inability,  who  shall  be  sub- 
ject  to  all  the  regulations  applicable  to  the  elected  clerk. 
The  records  kept  by  said  clerk  shall  be  evidence  in  all  le- 
gal proceedings,  and  copies  of  all  papers  filed  in  his  office, 
and  transcripts  from  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
common  council,  certified  by  him,  under  the  coiporate 
seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts,  and  places. 

Sec.  15.  The  Treasurer  of  said  city  shall  perform  such 
duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  may  be  lawfully  re- 
quired of  him  by  the  ordinances  of  said  city  or  the  laws 
of  this  State ;  all  moneys  raised,  received,  recovered  or 
collected  by  means  of  any  tax,  license,  penalty,  fine,  for- 
feiture, or  otherwise,  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  or 
which  belongs  to  said  city,  shall  be  paid  into  the  city 
treasury,  and  shall  not  be  drawn  thereli'om  except  by  an 
order  signed  by  the  mayor  or  acting  mayor,  by  order  of 
the  common  council  and  countersigned  or  attested  by  the 
clerk.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  moneys 
or  other  tilings  coming  into  his  hands  as  Treasurer,  in  a 
book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  remain 
the  property  of  tlie  city,  wherein  he  shall  note  the  time 
when  and  the  person  from  whom  the  amount  of  the  seve- 
ral sums  were  received,  which  book  shall  at  all  reasonable 
times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  person  having  busi- 
ness therewith.  He  shall,  as  often  as  the  common  coun- 
cil require,  render  to  said  council  a  minute  account  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  his  oflfice,  and  at  the  expira- 
ofhis  office  he  shall  hand  over  to  his  successor  all  moneys, 
books,  papers,  and  property  in  his  possession  belonging 
to  said  city.  The  said  Treasurer  shall  also  be  collector  of 
taxes,  and  for  this  service,  except  as  herein  otherwise  pro- 
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Tided,  he  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  be  subject  to 
the  same  liabilities,  be  governed  by  the  same  laws  and 
receive  the  same  compensation  as  Treasurers  of  towns. 

Sec.  16.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  toPowenof 
enact,  establish,  publish,  alter,  modify,  amend  or  repeal,  ^^^ 
and  enforce  all  such  rules,  by-laws  and  ordinances  for  the  ^^""^^ 
government  and  good  order  of  the  citv,  for  the  suppression 
of  vice,  for  the  prevention  of  fires,  for  the  promotion  of 
health,  and  for  the  benefit  of  trade  and  commerce  as  they 
mav  deem  expedient,  declaring  and  imposing  penalties, 
and  to  enforce  the  same  i^inst  any  person  who  may 
violate  the  provisions  of  such  rules,  by-laws  or  ordinances 
as  have  been  duly  passed,  adopted,  and  published  in  one 
or  more  of  the  papers  printe  I  in  said  city,  for  three  suc- 
cessive weeks  prior  to  the  taking  effect  thereof;  and  all 
such  rules,  by-laws  and  ordinances  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  and  have  the  full  force  of  law :  Provididy  That  they 
be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
Btates  and  of  this  State ;  and  for  these  purposes  they  shall 
have  authority  by  ordinance  or  by-laws : 

1.  To  license  and  regulate  taverns,  groceries,  saloons, 
victualing  houses,  and  all  persons  dealing  in  spirituous  or 
intoxicating  liquors,  and  to  license  and  regulate  the  exhi- 
bitions of  common  showmen,  or  showmen  of  any  kind,  or 
the  exhibition  of  any  natural  or  artificial  curiosi'ties,  cara- 
vans, circuses,  or  theatrical  performances,  and  to  establish 
the  price  to  be  paid  in  all  cases  except  where  they  may 
be  nxed  by  law. 

2.  To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of  gamine 
and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all  playing  with 
cards,  dice,  or  other  games  of  chance  for  the  purpose  of 
gain  within  said  city. 

3.  To  prevent  not,  noise,  disturbances,  or  disorderly 
assemblages,  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly  houses 
and  groceries,  and  nouses  of  ill  fame,  and  to  autliorize  the 
destruction  of  all  implements'or  devices  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  gaming. 

4.  To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery, 
cellar,  tallow-chandler  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable, 
privy,  sewer,  or  other  unwholesome  or  nauseous  place,  to 
cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time  as 
often  as  it  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  health,  com- 
fort or  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

5.  To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  all  slaugh- 
ter houses  and  markets ;  to  regulate  tne  storage  and  keep- 
ing of  gunpowder  and  other  combustible  materials.    ^         t

6.  To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  the  streets,  side  and 
cross  walks,  lanes,  allej's,  or  public  grounds,  with  car- 
riages, carts,  waggons,  sleighs,  sleds,  boxes,  barrels,  lum- 
ber, fire- wood,  or  other  materials  or  substances  whatever. 

7.  To  prevent  horse  racing  or  immoderate  driving  (v 
riding  in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate  the  j)laces  of  batmug 
and  swimming  in  the  waters  within  the  city  limits. 

8.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  swine, 
sheep,  horses  and  poultry,  and  to  authorize  the  distraining 
and  sale  of  the  same. 

9.  To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and  to  au- 
ihoiize  the  destruction  in  a  summary  manner  when  at 
large  contrary  to  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  or  to  impose 
a  tax  on  the  same. 

10.  To  prevent  any  peraon  from  bringing,  depositing, 
or  having  within  said  city  any  putrid  carcasses  or  any 
unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the  removal  of 
the  same  by  any  pei-son  who  shall  have  upon  his  premises 
any  such  substance,  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork, 
fish,  hides  or  skins  ot  any  kind,  and  in  default  to  authorize 
the  removal  thereof  by  some  competent  oflScer  at  the  ex- 
pense of  such  person  or  persons. 

11.  To  make  and  establish  public  pounds,  pumps,  welb, 
fountains,  cisterns  and  reservoirs,  and  provide  for  the 
erection  of  water  works  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  in- 
habitants of  said  city,  or  any  ward  therein ;  to  erect  lamps, 
and  to  regulate  and  license  hacks,  cabs,  drays,  carts,  and 
the  charges  of  hackmen,  cabmen,  draymen  and  cartmen 
irithin  the  limits  of  said  city. 

12.  To  establish  and  regulate  boarcls  of  liealti,  provide 
hospitals  and  cemeteries,  and  regulate  the  burial  of  the 
dead  and  the  return  bills  of  mortality,  and  to  exempt 
burying  grounds  and  property  set  apart  for  public  use 
from  taxation. 

13.  To  procure  fire  engines,  buckets,  hooks  and  ladders, 
and  other  implements  for  suppressing  fires,  to  prescribe 
and  regulate  the  materials  of  which  Louses  may  be  built 
within  the  city  limits,  and  the  manner  of  erecting  chim- 
neys, and  to  provide  for  removing  chimneys  or  stove-pipes 
which  may  be  deemed  dangerous,  at  the  expense  of  the 
owners  or  occupants  thereof;  to  require  the  owners  of 
buildings  to  provide  and  keep  suitable  ladders  and  fire 
buckets,  whicli  are  hereby  declared  exempt  from  seizure 
or  distress  and  sale  in  any  manner;  to  direct  safe  con- 
structions for  the  deposit  of  ashes ;  to  appoint  fire  war- 
dens and  prescribe  their  duties  and  compensation ;  and 
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eenerallj  to  make  such  prudential  regulations  as  may  be 
aeemed  necessary  for  the  protection  or  for  arresting  the 
progress  and  extinguishment  of  iires. 

14.  To  regulate  the  building  of  wharves  and  bridges, 
and  to  provide  for  the  security  and  protection  of  the  same. 

15.  To  prevent  all  persons  from  riding  or  driving  any 
horse  or  other  animal,  or  leading  the  same,  on  the  side- 
walks of  said  city,  or  in  any  way  doing  any  damage  to 
such  side  walks. 

16.  To  prevent  the  shooting  of  fire  arms  or  crackers,  or 
the  exhibition  of  fire  works  in  every  situation  which  may 
be  considered  by  the  common  council  to  be  dangerous  to 
the  property  of  said  city,  or  any  of  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

17.  To  restrain  drunkards,  immoderate  drinking,  [ob- 
scenity] obscurity  in  the  streets  or  public  places,  and  pro- 
vide for  arresting,  removing,  and  punishing  any  person  or 
persons  who  may  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

18.  So  regulate  the  police  of  the  city,  to  appoint  watch- 
men and  firemen,  prescribe  their  duties  ana  punish  their 
deUnquencies. 

19.  To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  weighing  hay, 
or  measuring  and  selling  fire- wood,  lumber,  timber,  stone, 
lime  and  sand,  and  when  necessary  to  appoint  suitable 
persons  to  superintend  or  inspect  the  same. 

20.  To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  building 
to  remove  the  snow,  dirt,  or  other  rubbish  from  any  side- 
walk opposite  thereto. 

21.  To  protect  trees  and  monuments  in  said  city. 

22.  To  prevent  all  persons  from  depositing  in  any  of 
the  creeks  or  waters  within  said  city,  the  carcasses  of  any 
animal  or  filth  of  any  kind,  and  to  punish  for  so  doing. 

23.  To  prescribe  and  reflate  the  manner  of  draining 
fountains  made  by  individuals,  and  the  constructi  )n  of 
sewers  within  said  city. 

24.  To  regulate  the  compensation  of  all  officers  not  pro- 
vided for  by  law,  except  their  own. 

25.  To  lay  out,  make.  Open,  keep  in  repair,  alter  or  dis- 
continue any  highways,  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  and  side- 
walks, to  keep  them  from  incumbrances  and  protect  them 
from  injury. 

26.  To  provide  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lots,  or 
in  lots  within  said  city  of  less  size  than  ten  acres  each, 
which  have  not  been  platted  and  recorded,  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  some  description,  with  proper  metes  and  bounds, 
and  recorded  with  the  description  and  bounds,  by  author- 
ity of  the  board,  and  to  tax  the  charges  of  said  servii 
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against  said  lots  so  described  and  recorded,  to  be  coUeeted 
tne  same  as  other  corporation  or  general  taxes. 

27.  To  have  a  common  seal  and  to  alter  the  same  at 
plea«are. 

28.  To  purchase,  hold,  or  convey  any  estate,  real  or 
personal,  tor  the  use  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  17.  The  affidavit  of  the  printer  of  the  publica- 
tion of  any  by-laws  or  ordinances,  or  any  affidavit  of  the 
clerk  of  the  posting  up  of  any  notice  required  by  law, 
shall  be  sufficient  proof  in  all  courts  and  elsewhere  that 
such  ordinances  or  by-laws  were  properly  published,  or 
sucli  notice  properly  posted  up,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Sec.  18.  No  person  shall  be  an  incompetent  judce, 
justice,  juror  or  witness  by  reason  of  his  being  an  inhabi- 
tant or  ireeholder  within  the  cit^  of  Oshkosh  in  any  aetiori 
in  which  the  city  is  a  party  or  interested. 

Sec.  19.  On  all  suits  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance 
of  said  city,  the  process  may  be  by  warrant,  and  it  shall 
be  sufficient,  without  setting  fortli  the  special  matter,  to 
declare  generalljr  in  debt,  with  a  reference  to  the  ordi- 
nance under  which  the  action  is  brought ;  the  defendant 
may  plead  the  general  issue,  and  give  special  matter  in 
evidence. 

Sec.  20.  Every  execution  issued  upon  any  judgment 
for  the  violation  or  non-observance  of  any  ordinance  or 
by-law  ot  said  city,  may  contain  a  clause  directing,  in  the 
event  of  the  non-payment  of  the  same,  the  imprisonment 
of  the  defendant  in  the  county  jail  for  such  term  as  shall 
have  been  provided  by  the  ordinance  under  which  the 
judgment  shall  have  been  rendered ;  and  for  that  purpose 
the  said  city  shall  have  tlie  use  of  the  jail  of  Winnebago 
county,  and  all  persons  committed  to  the  iail  by  the  Mai^ 
shal  or  any  otlier  officer,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the 
Sheriff  of  said  county.  AH  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeit- 
ures, when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasurj', 
for  the  use  of  ihe  city. 

Sec.  21.  When  an  action  or  suit  shall  be  commenced 
against  tlie  city,  the  service  of  the  process  may  be  made 
by  leaving  an  attested  copy  thereof  with  the  clerk  or 
llavor,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  with  whom 
such  process  is  left,  forthwith  to  inform  the  common 
council  thereof,  or  take  such  other  steps  ms  may  have  been 
provided  by  any  rule  or  regulation  of  said  conmion 
council. 

Sec.  22.  The  common  council  shall  settle  all  just 
claims  and  demands  against  the  city,  and  settle  with  the 
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Treasurer  annually,  and  publish  accounts  of  the  reeeiptB  Demt&di  bofw 
and  expeiiditures  of  the  city,  for  the  information  of  the  leitted. 
citkens. 

Sec.  23.    The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  ap-  wUioOoeM 
point,  and  at  their  pleasure  remove  by  a  vote  of  a  major-  ®^*^'* 
ity  of  the  board  present  and  acting,  the  following  oflScers,  JJS^"'^ 
and  such  others  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  powers  conferred  by  this  act  on  said  municipal  corpo- 
ration :  one  Chief  Warden  of  the  Fire  Department,  and 
as  many  Assistants  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  such  a 
nnmber  of  Street  Commissioners  as  said  council  may  from 
time  to  time  deem  expedient,  and  prescribe  their  duties 
and  compensation,  ana  to  impose  and  enforce  in  law  such 
penalties  as  to  the  said  council  may  seem  proper  for  mal« 
feasance  or  improper  conduct  of  any  such  officers. 

Sec.  24.     If  any  election  provided  for  in  this  act  shall,  when  fyt  uxj 
for  any  cause,  not  be  held  at  the  time  prescribed,  it  shall  cause  an  eleo. 
not  be  considered  a  sufficient  reason  for  arrestinff,  sua-  j^^J^  ^^ 
pending,  or  absolving  the  said  corporation,  but  such  elec- 
tion may  be  held  at  any  time  thereafter  by  order  of  the 
common  council,  of  which  time  ten  days  public  notice 
shall  be  given ;  and  farther,  if  any  of  the  duties  enjoined 
hy  this  act  at  a  time  herein  specified  by  anv  ordinance  of 
the  city,  and  not  done,  the  common  council  may  appoint 
another  time  upon  which  the  said  duties  may  be  done : 
Pravidedj  That  the  officer  so  failing  to  execute  such  duties 
at  the  time  required,  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  actions, 
fines  and  penalties  as  he  would  be  liable  to  if  the  said 
comicil  had  not  the  power  to  appoint  another  time. 

Sec.  25.    Whenever  the  office  of  any  person  elected  -y^^  ^  ^ 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  by  the  qualified  voters  office  beoomei

vacancy  during  the  remainder  of  the  term  for  which  his 
predecessor  was  elected. 

Sec.  26.  Tlie  common  council  shall  have  power  to  May  organize 
authorize  the  formation  of  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder,  fir«  companiea 
and  hose  companies,  provide  for  due  and  proper  regula- 
tion of  the  same,  and  to  disband  the  same  at  anv  time, 
and  prohibit  their  meeting  as  such  when  disbanded,,  which 
companies  shall  be  officered  and  governed  bv  their  own 
by-laws:   Provided^  Such  by-laws  be  not  inconsistent      t 
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'  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  with  the  ordinances  and 

regulationsofthe  city,  and  shall  be  formed  only  by  volun- 
tary enlistment.  Every  member  of  any  such  company  in 
Buch  city  shall  be  exempt  from  serving  on  juries  and  from 
military  duty,  except  in  case  of  war,  invasion,  or  insur- 
rection ;  and  whenever  a  member  of  a  fire,  hook  and  lad- 
der, bucket  and  hose  company  shall  have  served  therein 
ten  years,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  discharge,  signed  by 
the  Mayor,  and  shall  thereafter  be  exempt  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  27.  The  Common  Council  shall  have  power  to 
May  grade,  cause  to  be  graded,  graveled,  paved  or  planked,  any  street 
£*piank**^**  or  part  thereof,  or  side-walk  on  any  street  or  part  thereof, 
ftreets.  witbin  said  city,  and  to  levy  and  collect  a  special  tax  on 

the  lots  and  land  bounding  or  abutting  on  such  street  or 
side-walk,  in  proportion  to  the  front  or  size  of  such  lots 
respectively,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  tax  authorized  by 
this  act,  to  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as 
annual  taxes  are  collected,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
city  council  to  provide  by  ordinance  for  tlie  assessing,  cor- 
rection and  equalization  of  such  special  tax;  and  the  pro- 
perty so  assessed  shall  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  the 
same :  and  in  case  any  tax  mentioned  in  this  section  shall 
be  returned  delinquent,  the  proceeding  for  the  sale  of 
lots  or  land  so  returned,  shall  in  all  cases  be  the  same  as  in 
ca3e  of  delinquency  in  the  payment  of  the  annual  city  tax- 
es, with  the  addition  of  the  like  interest,  cost  and  penal- 
ty. 

Sec.  28.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  and 
Hay  lay  out  authority  to  lay  out  new  highways,  streets,  alleys  and  pul- 
highwaya  ]jg  walks,  and  to  vacate  or  alter  such  highways,  streets, 
alleys,  and  public  walks,  as  in  their  opinion  shall  not  be 
of  public  utility ;  to  regulate,  grade,  pave  and  improve 
streets,  avenues,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  extend,  open  and 
widen  tlie  same,  and  notice  of  the  passage  by  the  city 
council  of  any  order  for  laying  out,  vacating,  changing  or 
alterinff  any  highway,  street,  alley  or  walk,  shall  be  given 
by  publishing  notice  of  said  order  m  some  newspaper  print- 
ea  in  said  city,  immediately  after  the  passage  of  the  order; 
and  if  any  person  shall  claim  damages  by  reason  of  lay- 
ing out,  vacating,  changing,  or  altering  any  highway, 
street,  alley  or  public  walk,  and  shall  tile  a  writen  notice 
of  such  claim  with  the  Clerk  of  the  city,  within  ninety 
days  after  the  order  for  laying  out,  vacating  or  altering 
shall  have  been  made  by  the  common  council,  tlie  council 
shall  cause  the  damage,  if  any,  over  and^ibove  the  benefit 
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accruing  thereby  to  such  claimant,  to  be  assessed  by  ar- 
bitrators as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  29.    The  common  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  ownngeB  for 
of  thirty  days  alter  the  making  and  entering  of  any  order  Uyingout 
for  the  opening  and  laying  out,  extending  or  vacating  of  ""■®*'*;*^ 
any  highway,  street,  alley  or  public  walks,  and  a  notice  of  ^* 
damage  as  provided  in  section  twenty-eight  of  this  act, 
cause  to  be  summoned  six  good  and   lawful  electors,  not 
inhabitants  of  said  city,  and  not  directly  interested,  who 
bein^  first  duly   sworn   for  that  purpose,  shall  take  into 
consideration  as  well  the  benefit  as  the  injury  which  had 
been  sustained  by  reason  of  the  laying  out,  opening  and 
extending  of  any  street,  avenue,  alley  or  public  walk  as 
aforesaid,  and  shall  return  their  verdict  within>  six  days, 
to  the  common  coudcil,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  which 
Bum  found  as  damages,  together  with  one  dollar  a  day 
each  as  a  compensation  for  their  services,  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  treasury  of  said  city. 

Sec.  30.  The  manner  of  empanneling  said  arbitrators  Arbitratori^

Tliere  shall  be  two  days  labor  performed  an-  Labor  upon 
aually  on  highways,  streets  and  alleys,  by  each  male  per-  *^®  Wgiiw*y« 
*)n,  who,  by  the  laws  of  this  State  is  subject  to  perform 
highway  work  ;  such  person  shall  perform  such  labor  un- 
ierthe  direction  of  the  street  commissioner  as  the  common 
council  may  appoint ;  but  any  such  person  may,  at  his  op- 
tion,  pay  at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  cents  a  day  for  every 
day  he  may  be  so  bound  to  labor,  and  in  default  of  the 
payment  of  such  money,  or  the  performance  ot  such  labor, 
the  street  commissioners,  or  either  of  them,  may  sue  for 
ttid  collect  Buch  money  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  uameQQg|^ 
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of  the  city  of  Oshkosh,  with  fifty  per  cent,  damages  on  the 
same,  together  with  costs  of  suit,  before  the  Mayor  of  the 
city  or  any  Justice  of  the  Peace ;  and  in  all  such  cases  the 
process  shall  be  by  warrant,  and  no  stay  of  execution  up- 
on any  judgment  rendered  in  such  suit  shall  be  taken  or 
allowed.

"Where  a  per-  property  shall  be  assessed,  shall  have  removed  out  of  the 
city  of  Oshkosh  after  such  assessment  was  made,  and  be- 
fore such  tax  aught  by  this  act  to  have  been  collected,  it 
shall  be  lawful  tor  such  Treasurer  to  levv  and  collect  the 
same  by  distress  and  sale  of  goods  and  chattels  of  the  per- 
son so  assessed,  in  any  town  within  the  county  of  Winne- 
bago, to  which  said  goods  and  chattels  may  have  been  re- 
moved, or  in  which  he  may  reside. 

Sec.  40.     For  the  purpose  of  levying  the  first  street  or 
highway  tax,  the  common  council  of  said  city  shall  meet 
within  eighteen  days  after  the  day  of  the  first  election  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Mayor

make  a  duplicate  copy,  of  each  such  tax  list,  and  annex 
thereto  his  warrant,  under  his  hand  and  corporate  seal, 
commanding  the  steet  commissioner,  or  commissioners, 
warning  him  or  them  to  collect  the  taxes  therein  specified, 
which  warrant  shall  be  substantially  the  same  as  is  re- 
quired to  be  made  to  overseers  of  highways   in   towns. 
The  said  street  commissioners,  shall,  in  all  respects,  be 
governed  by  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  overseers 
of  highways  in  towns,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
the  common  council ;  and  thereafter  in  the  same  manner 
shall  said  highway  or  street  taxes  be  annually  levied  upon 
the  last  assessment  roll  of  the  city  of  O&hkosh. 

Sec,  41.  From  and  after  the  first  Tuesday  in  April 
1853,  the  connection  between  the  city  of  Oshkosh  and  the 
town  of  Oshkosh,  for  town  purposes,  shall  be  disolred; 
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and  the  duties  now  or  heretofore  imposed  upon  the  Super-  ConneetloD  of 
yisorB  and  other  officers  of  the  town,  so  far  as  thej  relate  to  olty  and  town 
the  city  of  Oshkosh,  shall  be  imposed  on  the  officers  of  the  ^^'^'^^ 
said  city  of  Oshkosh ;  and  so  much  of  the  town  of  Oshkosh 
as  is  not  included  in  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Oshkosh,  shall 
continue  to  constitute  the  town  of  Oshkosh  for  the  purpo- 
ses of  town  and  county  government ;  and  they  phall  hold 
their  next  meeting  at  such  place  within  the  organized 
town  of  Oshkosh  as  the  present  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
appoint,  and  thereafter  tne  place  of  meeting  shall  be  de- 
ciaed  by  a  vote  at  their  town  meeting.

thereof,  and  of  keeping  a  journal  of  the  same,  and  may 
make  such  other  arrangements  concerning  said  election  as 
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may  be  lawful  and  convenient  for  the  citizens  of  said  cor- 
poration. 

8ec.  6.  The  Supervisors  of  the  town  of  Grand  Chute  (^^  of  oOoa^ 
shall  determine  who  shall  have  been  properly  elected  at  Ac. 
the  first  election,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  So- 
pervisore  shall  administer  the  oath  of  office  to  the  first  Pre- 
sident, and  such  president  shall  administer  the  oath  of 
office  to  the  trustees  and  other  officers ;  all  subsequent 
elections  shall  be  determined  by  the  president  and  trus- 
tees, and  the  new  president  may  in  every  case  be  sworn 
into  office  by  his  predecessor. 

Sec.  7.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  ^,^at 
the  trustees,  keep  the  seal  of  said  corporation,  sign  all 
commissions,  licenses,  and  permits,  which  may  be  granted 
by  the  trustees,  give  Uie  casting  vote  in  all  ties,  shall  main- 
tain peace  and  good  order,  ana  see  that  the  ordinances  of 
the  village  are  observed  and  executed,  shall  have  power  to 
administer  oaths  and  affirmations,  and  to  take  and  certify 
acknowledgements  of  deeds,  and  other  instruments  in 
writing;  as  a  judicial  officer,  he  shall  have  concurrent  jur- 
isdiction with  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  county  of  Outa- 
gamie of  all  cases  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  said 
village. 

Sec.  8.     The  president  and  trustees  shall  prescribe  the  To  prwcribe 
time  and  fix  the  place  of  holding  their  meetings,  shall  de-  *^"®  JS^^''^ 
termine  the  rules  of  their  proceedings  and  keep  a  loumal  meetingaf 
thereof,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  ot  every 
citizen  of  said  village  at  all  reasonable  hours,  shall  have 
power  to  preserve  order  in  their  proceedings,  and  may 
adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  their  own  go- 
vernment  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  its  members. 

Sec.  9.  Tlie  president,  each  and  every  trustee,  and  the  Of^^rB  oi  the 
marshal,  shall  be  officers  of  the  peace,  and  may  suppress  P^~^ 
in  a  summary  manner  all  rioting  and  disorderly  behavior 
in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  ordinances  of  said  village, 
within  the  limits  thereof,  and  for  such  purpose  may  com- 
mand the  assistance  of  all  bystanders  or  citizens,  and  all 
persons  refusing  to  aid  when  so  required  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  such  fine  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  ordinances  of 
the  village  in  such  case  provided. 

Sec.  10.    The  marshal  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  Powers  and 
enjoy  all  the  rights  of  a  constable  in  the   town  of  Grand  ^^^^ 
Chute,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities ;  it  shall  be  * 

his  duty  to  execute  and  return  all  writs  and  proce8sea4;o      t 
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him  directed  by  the  president,  and  when  neceesarj  in  crim- 
inal cases,  or  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  said 
village,  he  may  serve  the  same  in  any  part  of  the  State. 
It  shall  be  his  duty  to  suppress  all  riots,  disturbances  and 
breaches  of  the  peace,  to  apprehend  all  disorderly  per- 
sons in  said  villa^,  and  pursue  and  arrest  any  person  nee- 
ing  from  justice  m  any  part  of  the  State,  to  apprehend 
any  person  committins  any  offence  against  the  ordinances 
of  the  village,  and  fortnwith  to  bring  such  person  before 
competent  authority,  for  examination,  and  for  such  servi- 
ces he  shall  receive  like  fees  as  are  allowed  to  constables 
for  like  services ;  said  marshall  shall  execute  and  file  with 
the  clerk  a  bond  for  the  faithfuU  performance  of  his  duty, 
to  be  approved  by  the  president. 

,  ^^      Sec.  11.    The  treasurer  of  said  village  sfiall  perform 
^J^^^*  such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  may  be  &.wfally 

required  ol  him  by  the  ordinances  of  said  village,  all  mo- 
nies raised,  received,  recovered  and  collected  by  means 
of  any  tax,  license,  fine,  forfeiture  or  otherwise,  under  the 
authority  of  this  act,  or  which  belong  to  said  village,  sLall 
be  paid  into  the  village  treasury,  and  shall  not  be  drawn 
therefi'om  except  by  a  written  order  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  said  treasurer  shall 
keep  a  just  and  accurate  account  of  all  monies  and  other 
things  coming  into  his  hands  as  treasurer,  in  a  book  to  be 
provided  by  the  trustees  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  re- 
main the  property  of  the  village,  wherein  he  shall  note  the 
time  when  and  the  person  from  whom  he  received  the 
several  sums  of  money  paid  in,and  the  source  from  whence 
the  several  sums,  respectively,  arose,  which  said  books 
shall,  at  all  reasonable  times,  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
the  electors  of  said  village;  he  shall  as  often  as  said  tros- 
tees  require,  render  to  tnem  a  minute  account  of  his  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements,  and  at  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  pfiice  he  shall  hand  over  to  his  successors  in  of- 
fice, all  monies,  books,  vouchers  and  other  papers  in  his 
possession  belonging  to  said  village ;  he  shall  before  enter-

^vernment  and  good  order  of  the  village  for  the  suppres- 
sion of  vice,  for  ^e  pre  ventation  of  fires,  and  for  the  bene- 
fit of  trade  and  commerce,  and  for  the  health  thereof,  as 
they  may  deem  expedient,  declaring  and  imposing  penal- 
ties, and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  who  may 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  such  ordinances,  rules  or 
by-laws,  and  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws  are  here- 
by declared  to  be  and  to  have  the  force  oi  laws ;  Provided^ 
That  they  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  law  of 
the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  and  for  those  purposes 
shall  have  authority  by  ordinances  or  by-laws  to  organize 
fire  companies,  hook  and  ladder  companies,  to  regulate 
their  government,  to  provide  all  necessary  apparatus  for 
the  extinguishment  of  tires,  to  require  the  owners  of  build- 
ings to  provide  and  keep  suitable  ladders  and  fire  buckets, 
which  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appurtenances  to  the 
real  estate  and  exempt  from  seizure,  distress  or  sale  in  any 
manner,  and  if  said  owners  ofbuildings  shall  refuse  or  neg- 
lect to  procure  suitable  ladders  and  buckets  after  reason- 
able notice,  the  trustees  may  procure  and  deliver  the  same 
to  him,  and  may  recover  of  the  said    owner  the  value  of 
such  ladder  or  fire  bucket,  or  both,  with  cost  of  suit ;  to 
regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder  or  other  dangerous  ma- 

tenals,  to  direct  the  safe  construction  of  a  place  for  the  de-        t 
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pofiite  of  ashes,  to  appoint  one  or  more  fire  wardens  and 
prescribe  their  duties,  to  prevent  fires  and  the  use  of  fire- 
works and  fire-arms  within  the  limits  of  said  village  or 
such  part  thereof  as  they  may  think  proper,  to  compel  the 
inhabitants  ofsaid  village  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of 
fires,  to  construct  and  preserve  reservosrs,  pumps,  ^vells, 
and  other  water  works,  and  generally  to  establish  other 
measures  of  prudence  for  the  prevention  or  extinguishment 
offires  as  they  may  deem  proper ;  second,to  prevent  abate, 
and  remove  nuisances,   and  take  snch  measures  for  the 
public  health  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  compel  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  any  unwholesome  or  nauseous  houses, 
cellars,  privys,  stables  or  other  places,  to  cleanse,  remove 
or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  it  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience 
of  the  inhabitants  ofsaid  village;  third,  to  license  and  re- 
gulate the  exhibition  of  common  showmen  or  shows  of  any 
kind,  or  the  exhibition  of  any  natural  or  artificial  curiosi- 
ties, caravans,  circuses  or  theatrical  performances  under 
the  ordinances  or  common  law  ;  fourth,  to  restrain  and  pro- 
hibit all  descriptions  of  gaming ;  fifth,  to  prevent  any  rio?s, 
noise,  disturbance  or  disorderly  assemblages,  suppress  and 
restrain  disorderly  houses  or  groceries,  or  houses  of  ill- 
fame  ;  sixth,  to  direct  the  location  and  management  of  all 
slaughterhouses  and  markets;  seventh,  to  prevent  the  en- 
cumbering the  streets,  side-walks,  alleys  or  public  grounds 
with  carriages,  carts,  waggons,  sleighs,  boxes,  lumber,fire- 
wood,  or  other  materials  or  substances  whatever ;  eight,  to 
prevent  horse  racing  or  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in 
said  village ;  ninth,  to  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cat- 
tle, swine,  sheep,  horses  and  other  animals,   and  to  autho 
rize  the  distraining  and  sale  of  the  same,  or  to  impose  a 
fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  every  such  animal  found 
so  going  at  large  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  village; 
tenth,  to  prevent  the  running  at  lar^  of  dogs,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  destruction  of  the  same  in  a  summary  manner 
when  at  large  contrary  to  the  ordinances,  or  to  impose  a 
tax  on  the  same ;  eleventh,  to  prevent  any  person  fipom 
bringing,  depositing  or  having  within  said  village  any  pu- 
trid carcase  or  any  other  unwholesome  substance,  and  to 
compel  them  to  remove  the  same  whenever  foimd  upon 
their  premises;  twelfth,to  enact  by-laws  regulating  the  bu^ 
ial  of  the  dead  and  the  returns  of  the  bills  of  mortality ;  for 
the  protection  of  bridges,  side-walks,  trees  and  monuments, 
establishing  and  regulating  a  police,  prescribing  their  du- 
ties and  punishing  their  delinquencies  ;><  thirteenth,  to  ap 
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point  watchmen  and  firemen,  and  preecribe  their  duties ; 
fourteenth,  to  estAhlish  the  fifrade  of  all  streets  in  said  cor- 
poration, and  to  appoint  a  surveyor  and  prescribe  his  du- 
ties and  fix  his  conipensation. 

Sec.  17.  In  all  cases  in  which  by  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinanoes  k 
act,  the  president  and  trustees  have  powes  to  enact  or  pass  by-Uwi, 
ordmances  or  by-laws  in  relation  to  any  subject,  they  may 
prescribe  any  penalty  for  the  violation  of  suchordinancea

East  of  the  fourth  principal  meridian ;  and 
to  make  use  of  the  water  in  said  river  for  propelling  any 
kind  of  machinery  he  or  they  may  see  fit  to  erect  and  to 
sell  or  lease  the  right  to  use  said  water  to  any  person  what- 
soever ;  Provided^  said  dam  shall  not  exceea  six  feet  in 
hight  and  shall  not  interfere  with  any  other  water  privile- 
ges on  said  river.

cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places  as  thej

plainant, taking  into  consideration  all  the  &ctB  and   cir*

Sec.  18.  Tliis  act  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  any 
future  legislature  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin.

Lucius  Taft  and  Ira  Millard,  their  heirs, 
Authority  to  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  shall  have  the  exclu- 
keep  a  dam.  sive  right  to  keep  and  maintain  a  ferrv  across  Wolf  river, 
on  section  number  twelve  (12),  township  number  twenty- 
two  (22),  north  of  range  number  fourteen  (14),  east,  for  the 
period  of  five  years. 

Sec.  2.  Th©  said  ferry  shall  be  subject  to  such  regula- 
Be^lation  of  tions  as  other  terries  are  or  may  by  law  bo  sulyect,  and 
tolls,  the  proprietors  thereof  shall  be  entitled  to   receive  for 

crossing  any  vehicle  drawn  by  one  or  two  horses,  or  one 
yoke  ot  oxen,  twenty-five  cents ;  for  each  additional  horee 
or  ox,  ten  cents ;  for  man  and  horse,  twenty  cents ;  for 
cattle  or  horses  in  droves,  five  cents  each ;  Provided,  hogs 
and  sheen  shall  not  be  charged  more  than  tliree  cents  per 
head,  and  for  foot  passengei-s  ten  cents  each. 

Sec.  3.  N'o  ferry  shall  be  licensed  within  one  mile  of 
the  points  where  the  ferry  above  provided  shall  be  estab- 
lished.

Chap.  232.      The  peopU  of  tlie  State  of  Wisconsiriy  represented  «»

The  peovie  of  the  State  of  Wisoonsm^  represented  in 
Senate  ana  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  follows : 

SaonoN  1'  That  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  She- 
boygan, and  the  Supervisors  of  any  town  through  or  into  i^^^^^^J^ 
which  a  plank  road  may  be  located  b^  any  plank  road  aci^fbr 
company  which  may  be  hereafter  organized  and  authorized  stook. 
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to  coostract  a  j^lank  road  runninja^  in  a  nortih-weBterly  direc- 
tion  from  the  city  of  Sheboygan,m  the  county  of  Sheboygaa 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of 
such  city  or  town,  to  be  expressed  as  hereinafter  provided, 
be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  subscribe 
in  the  name  and  for  the  benefit  of  such  city  or  town,  to  the 
capital  stock  of  such  plank  road  company,  ah  amount  not 
exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  the  city  of  Sheboy- 
gan, and  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  for  any  such 
town. 
Sec.  2.    That  the  Common  Council  of  said  city  and  the 
Iby  borrow    Supervisors  of  such  towns,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
money  oa       stock  authorized  to  be  subscribed  for  by  this  ac^  are 
^^^^  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  the  neccessary  amount  of 

money  for  which  they  shall  issue  the  bonds  or  obligations 
of  said  city  and  towns,  in  amounts  not  less  than  filt^  dol- 
lars, which  bonds  or  obligations  shall  be  made  negotiable, 
bearing  interest  payable  annually  at  such  place  and  at 
such  rate  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent  per  annum,  as  may 
be  agreed  upon,  and  such  bonds  or  obligations  may  l>e 
made  redeemable  at  such  time  as  may  be  deemed  expe- 
dient by  said  common  council,  or  by  said  supervisors,  or 
such  bonds  or  obli^tions,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  is- 
sued directly  to  said  company  in  parent  of  said  stock  as 
said  common  council,  or  said  supervisors,  and  the  officers 
of  said  company  may  a^ee. 
Sec.  3.  That  the  faiui  of  said  city  of  Sheboygan,  and 
FaiUiof  dty  ^^  ^^^  town,  subscribing  for  stock  under  this  act,  and  the 
•ndtowna  ^^^  profits  or  dividends  upon  the  stock  so  subscribed  by 
pledged  for  said  city  or  town  respectively,  shall  stand  pledged  for  the 
payment.  payment  of  the  indebtedness  and  interest  which  may  bo- 
come  due  from  said  city  or  town  under  this  act,  and  it  is 
moreover  made  the  duty  of  the  said  common  council  of 
said  city  and  of  the  supervisors  of  such  towns  so  subscrib- 
ing under  this  act,  to  add  and  levy  such  per  centum  of 
tax  upon  the  assessment  roll  of  all  the  taxable  property  in 
such  city  or  town  annually,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  tax- 
es of  such  city  or  town,  to  be  collected  as  other  city  and 
town  taxes,  as  shall  be  sufficient  when  added  to  the  divi- 
dends or  net  profits  aforesaid,  to  pay  the  accrueing  inter- 
est, expenses,  discounts,  or  any  losses  springing  out  of  the 
sale  of  said  bonds  or  obli^tions,  or  in  any  manner  arising 
under  this  act,  and  likewise  to  provide  a  sinkinff  fund  of 
such  amount  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  me  money 
so  levied,  when  collected  like  other  taxes,  shall  be  applied 
to  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  none  other^        , 
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Sec.  4.    That  the  common  council  of  said  city,  and  the  night  of  to- 
gnperrisors  of  any  town,  so  subscribing,  by  themselves  or  ting  in  me«t. 
such  agent  or  agents  as  they  may  appoint,  shall  have  pow-  ^K  of  atodc- 
er  to  vote  at  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  said  plank  ■""*"• 
road  company,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  stock  own- 
ed by  sucn  city  or  town,  and  in  all  other  respects  to  act  in 
the  business  oi  said  company  as  individual  stockholders  in 
the  same  may  be  authorized  by  law  to  do ;  and  the  said 
eommon  council  of  said  city,  and  the  said  supervisors,  are 
hereby  authorised  whenever  they  may  deem  the  same  ex- 
pedient, to  sell  and  transfer  any  or  all  stock  owned  by  said 
citv  or  town,  in  said  company,  in  order  to  pay  off  the  in- 
debtedness which  may  arise  under  this  act,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sale  shall  be  apj>lied  to  the  extinguishment 
of  an  equivalent  amount  of  the  indebtedness  of  said  city  or 
town  created  under  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  That  before  any  stock  shall  be  subscribed  by  Questions  sub- 
file common  council  of  said  city  or  by  the  supervisors  of  mlttod  to  a 
any  of  the  towns  aforesaid,  to  the  said  plank  road  company  ^^*®' 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  question  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  qualified  electors  residing  within  the  limits 
of  said  city  or  town  respectively,  in  the  manner  following : 
fiia^s  to  say , that  on  the  written  application  to  tlie  supervi- 
sors of  any  such  town,  or  to  the  common  council  of  said 
city,  of  twenty  or  more  qualified  electors  of  said  town  or 
city,  which  application  snail  speciftr  the  amount  of  stock 
ihey  advise  said  supervisors  or  said  city  council  to  sub- 
Bcnbe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  for  the  benefit 
of  said  town  or  city,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors 
of  such  town,  or  of  the  common  council  of  saiacity,  to 
^ve  notice  as  follows :  by  the  said  city  council  by  pubHsh- 
ing  the  same  in  all  the  rewspapers  printed  and  published 
in  said  city,  for  at  least  three  weeks,  once  in  each  week, 
previous  to  the  day  specified  in  said  notice  for  holding 
said  election ;  and  by  the  supervisors  of  any  such  town  by 
posting  up  in  five  or  more  of  the  mostpubhc  places  in  such 
town,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  specified  in  said 
notice  for  holding  said  election,  a  written  or  printed  no- 
tice, which  said  notices  in  all  cases  shall  set  forth  that  on 
a  certain  day  and  at  a  certain  place  therein  mentioned,  an 
election  will  be  held  in  such  town  or  city,  as  the  case  may 
be,  for  the  purpose  of  deciding  whether  the  supervisors  of 
said  town  or  the  common  council  of  said  city,  as  the  case 
mar  be,  shall  subscribe  in  the  name  and  for  the  benefit  of 
saia  town  or  city,  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  plank  road 
company,  the  amount  specified  in  said  application,  which 
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amoiint  shall  also  be  epecified  in  said  notice,  and  on  the 
day  and  at  the  place  or  places  specified  in  such  notice,  an 
election  shall  be  had,  and  a  vote  taken,  by  ballot  and  such 
election  if  in  the  city  of  Sheboygan  shall  be  held 
and  conducted  and  the  vote  taken,  canvassed  and  re- 
turned in  all  respects  as  provided  in  the  citjr  charter  of 
said  city  for  holding  and  conducting  city  elections,  and  if 
in  any  of  the  towns  aforesaid,  then  said  election  shall  be 
held  and  conducted,  and  the  vote  taken,  canvassed  and 
returned  in  all  respects  as  provided  for  the  holding  and 
conducting  town  meetings,  and  each  voter  at  any  such, 
shall  endorse  on  his  ballot  the  words  '*  for  subscription"  or 
^'  against  subscription,"  and  if  it  appears  that  a  majority  of 
the  votes  given  at  such  election  are  in  favor  of  such  sub- 
scription, the  same  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  provid- 
ed m  this  act,  but  not  otherwise. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  supervisors  or  ond  of  them,  shall 
Foiling  of  no-  ™^^  ^^  cause  to  be  made  an  affidavit  or  affidavits  of  the 
tloei.  posting  of  the  notices  required  in  the  foregoing  section  of 

this  act,  which  affidavit  or  affidavits,  together  with  the 
application  in  writing,  also  specified  in  the  foregoing  sec- 
tion, shall  be  then  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk 
of  their  respective  towns,  and  shall  be  recorded  in  his  of- 
fice ;  and  the  said  city  council  shall  cause  ^^m  affidavit  to 
be  made  by  the  publisher  of  each  newspaper  in  whi(i 
said  notice  shall  be  published,  of  the  publishing  of  said 
notice  as  required  in  the  foregoing  section,  which  affida- 
vit or  affidavits,  together  with  application  also  mentioned 
in  said  section,  shall  be,  by  the  said  city  council,  deposited 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  office  of  said  clerk,  and  the  said  affidavits,  and  the 
said  application,  or  certined  copies  of  the  same,  or  a  cer- 
tified transcript  of  the  record  of  the  same,  shall  be  taken 
and  received  in  all  courts  of  this  State  as  conclusive 
evidence  to  prove  the  facts  set  forth  and  contained  in 
the  same. 

Sec.  7.  That  any  two  of  the  supervisors  of  the  towns 
M^ority  may  aforesaid,  or  a  majority  of  the  said  city  council,  may  do 
■^  or  perform  bxlj  act  or  thing  which  said  supervisors  or 

eaia  city  council  are  by  this  act  authorized  or  required 

to  perform. 

Sec.  8.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

perpetual  succession,  and  by  that  name  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  made  capable  in  law  to  purchase,  hold,  enjoy,  and 
retain  to  them  and  their  successors  lands,  tenements,  her- 
editaments, so  far  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  railroad  as  hereinafter  set  fortn,  and  the 
same  to  lease,  sell,  grant,  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of,  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend 
and  be  defended,  and  also  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  com 
mon  seal  and  the  same  to  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure,  and 
generally  may  do  and  perform  all  aAd  sin^lar  the  acts 
and  matters  which  to  any  corporation  shall  lawAiUv  ap- 
pertain to  do  and  perform  for  the  well  being  of  said  cor- 
poration. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  O^talstodd' 
two  millions  of  dollars,  and  shall  be  diyided  into  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  the  aboye  named  persons 
or  a  maiority  of  them  are  hereby  authorized  to  cause 
books  to  be  opened  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  prescribe  the  form 
of  such  subscriptions,  which  books  shall  be  opened  within 
three  months  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  at  such  place  or 
places  as  they  may  deem  expedicDt,  by  giving  not  less 
than  twenty  days  notice  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
city  of  Milwaukee,  and  one  in  the  county  of  Fond  du  Lac, 
of  the  time  and  place  of  opening  said  books. 

Sec.  3.    So  soon  as  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  or  Notice  to  b^ 
more  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  sub-  S^^^^ 
scribed,  and  fiye  dollars  on  each  share  paid  thereon,  the 
above  named  corporators  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  giye 
notice  to  the  stockholders  by  publishmg  the  same  twenty  ^Tp 
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days  in  the  newspapers  hereinbefore  mentioned^  of  the 
time  and  place  for  holding  a  meeting  of  the  subscriberB 
or  stockholders  to  choose  directors  for  the  said  corpora- 
tion, and  the  said  stockholders  may  at  such  meeting  pro- 
ceed to  elect  not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  di- 
rectors from  the  said  stockholders,  by  ballot ;  each  share 
^^^^  of  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  the  corporators 
DM^on  how  ju^ntioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  such  of  them 
as  are  present  at  the  said  meeting,  shall  be  inspectors  of 
such  election,  and  shall  certify  in  writing  what  persons 
are  elected  directors,  and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place 
for  holding  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors,  at 
which  meeting  a  majority  shall  form  a  quorum  competent 
to  transact  the  business  of  said  company ;  and  thereafter 
an  election  of  directors  shall  be  held  annually  at  such  tinte 
and  place  as  the  stockholders  shall  at  their  first  meeting 
determine,  and  in  case  the  stockholders  shall  fail  to  ap- 
point the  time  and  place  of  said  meeting,  th^n  the  board

A  majority  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business ;  the^r  shall 
meet  at  such  times  and  places  and  be  convened  m  such 
manner  as  they  shall  decide  upon ;  they  may  at  any  time 
increase  or  diminish  tiiie  number  to  be  elected  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  to  a  number  not  leas 
than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen,  and  in  case  of  such  in- 
crease or  diminution  the  number  to  be  elected  shall  be 
qpedfied  in  the  notice  of  election.    Thev^sbali  elect  by 
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ballof  one  of  their  own  ntunber  to  be  President,  who 
shdl,  when  present,  preside  at  all  meetinffs  of  the  direct- 
ors and  stockholders,  and  when  absent  £e  Yice  Presi- 
dent shall  discharffe  the  duties  of  President,  and  in  case  Oficen  hov 
of  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  the  •lected. 
directors  may  appoint  a  President  pro  tern.,  who  shall 
discharge  the  duties  of  President  during  the  absence  of 
President  and  Vice  President ;  the  said  (Erectors  may  ap- 
point a  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  such  engineers,  super- 
intendents, agents,  and  other  officers  as  mey  may  find 
necessary,  fix  their  compensation,  and  may  demand  ade- 
quate security  for  the  performance  of  their  respective  du- 
ties and  trusts,  and  may  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  occur 
in  their  own  board ;  the  directors  shall  have  power  to  re- 
open the  books  for  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stoch  of  ^e 
company,  or  open  new  books  under  their  own  direction, 
or  the  direction  of  a  majority  of  them,  or  under  the  direc- 
tion of  such  person  or  persons  as  they  may  designate ;  they 
shall  prescribe  the  tmie,  manner,  ana  proportions  in 
which  the  said  stockholders  shall  pa^  the  money  due  on 
their  respective  shares,  and  to  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the 
company  the  share  or  shares  of  any  person  failing  to  par 
any  instalment  so  required ;  Provided^  That  any  instal- 
ment shall  not  be  more  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  stock 
mbscribed,  nor  more  than  six  instalments  shall  be  made 
during  an^r  one  year ;  to  regulate  tolls  and  charges  for 
transportation  of  freight  and  passengers ;  to  make  such 
covenants,  contracts  and  agreements  with  any  person  or 
persons,  copartnerships  or  corporations  whatsoever  as  the 
execution  and  management  of  the  works,  convenience 
and  interests  of  the  company  may  reouire ;  to  make  anv 
contract  or  agreement  which  thev  shall  think  proper  with 
any  other  railroad  company  for  tne  leasing  or  purchasing 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  railroad  constructed  or  to  be 
constructed  by  such  railroad  company :  to  make  and  es- 
tablish such  by-laws,  rules,  orders,  and  regulations,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State,  as  they  shall  think  necessary  for  the 
well  ordering  of  the  aflTairs  of  said  company,  and  in  gene- 
ral to  superintend  and  direct  all  of  the  appropriations, 
receipts,  disbursements,  and  all  other  affairs  and  proceed- 
ings of  said  company. 

Sec.  6.    The  directors  shall  issue  a  certificate  or  certi-  c*rtific«tefl€f 
ficates  to  the  stockholders  for  the  number  of  shares  held  tiodc 
by  them  respectively  in  said  corporation,  signed  by  the 
President  and  Secretary,  and  sealed  with  the  common  seal 
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of  the  company,  subject  however  to  all  the  pajments  due 
or  to  grow  due  thereon,  which  stock  shall  be  transferable 
in  sudi  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
company. 

Sec.  7.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholdeza 
for  the  election  of  directors,  the  directors  of  the  preceding 
year  shall  exhibit  to  them  a  complete  statement  of  the 
affairs  and  doings  of  the  company  for  such  year.  Special 
meetings  of  the  stockholders  may  be  called  by  order  of 
the  directors,  or  by  stockholders  holding  one  fourth  of  the 
capital  stock,  on  nke  notice  a^  that  required  for  annual 
meetings,  specifying  the  object  of  the  meeting,  but  no 
business  shall  be  transacted  at  such  special  meeting  un- 
less a  majority  in  value  of  the  stockholaers  shall  attend  in 
person  or  by  proxy. 

Sftc.  8.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  locate 
and  construct  a  railroad,  with  ome  or  more  railways  or 
tracks,  from  such  point  in  the  cityof  Milwaukee  to  sudi 
point  in  the  village  of  Green  Bay,  through  the  village  of 
W  est  Bend  in  Washington  county.  Fond  du  Lac,  Oslucosh 
and  Menasha,  as  shall  be  det^mined  upon  by  the  board 
of  directors,  and  the  said  company  shall  have  power  to 
transport,  take,  and  carry  property  and  persons  upon  such 
road  by  any  power  and  force  whateyer,  and  to  make,  con- 
struct and  put  in  operation  all  such  turnouts,  side  tracks, 
and  connecting  tracks  as  they  shall  think  will  promote  the 
interests  of  the  company,  and  to  erect  and  construct  all 
such  depots,  station  houses,  ware  houses,  car  houses  and 
shops,  endne  houses  and  shops,  toll  houses,  machine  sho^ 
ana  ail  ouier  fixtures  usejful  for  the  accommodation  of  said 
road  and  of  those  using  it ;  to  manufacture  or  purchase  all 
necessary  engines,  tenders,  cars,  and  other  conveniences 
for  runmng  said  road,  and  they  shall  have  power  to  con- 
nect the  said  railroad  with  any  railroad  or  branch  rail- 
road in  this  State  which  it  may  intersect  or  come  in  con- 
tact, and  to  operate  the  same  in  connection  with  such 
other  railroad  or  branch  railroad,  and  to  lease  or  pur- 
chase from  any  other  railroad  company  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  any  railroad  or  branch  rauroad  owned  by  sncn 
company,  or  to  lease  or  to  sell  to  any  other  company  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  railroad  to  be  built  or  owned  by 
this  company. 

Sec.  9.    The  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and 
itsfhomw    *^y  empowered,  in  its  corporate  capacity,  to  borrow  any 
sums  of  money  from  any  person  or  persons,  corp>oration 
or  body  politic^  of  any  kmd^  and  for  any  rate  of  intereefe 
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which  may  be  agreed  npon  by  and  between  said  compa- 
ny and  any  person  or  party  of  whom  such  mone^  may  be 
obtained,  any  laws  on  the  subject  of  usury  in  this  State, 
or  any  other  State  where  such  transactions  may  be  had  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding ;  and  to  make,  execute,  and 
deliver  all  necessary  writings,  notes,  bonds,  mortgages,  or  / 

other  papers  and  securities  in  amount  and  kind  as  aaay  be 
deemed  expedient  by  said  corporation  in  consideration  of 
any  such  loan  or  in  aischarge  of  any  liabilities  that  it  may 
incur  in  the  construction,  repair,  equipment,  or  running 
of  said  road,  and  the  powers  ol  the  said  corporation  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid  and  for  all  purposes  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  object  of  said  company  are  hereby  ratmed 
and  confirmed,  and  the  contracts  and  official  acts  of  said 
company  are  declared  binding  in  law  and  equity  upon 
said  corporation,  and  upon  all  other  parties  to  such  con- 
tracts. 

Sec.  10.    If  said  corporation  shall  not  within  one  year  Ooiiimeno«« 
from  the  passage  of  this  act  commence  the  construction  of  nj^n*"^^*"** 
said  road,  and  finish  the  same  within  ten  years,  then  the  P*®"®*^ 
rights,  privileges,  and  powers  of  said  corporation  under 
this  act,  as  to  that  portion  of  the  route  over  which  said 
road  shall  not  be  built  shall  be  null  and  void.  .,, 

Sec.  11.    It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company,  their  Maj  enter  vf» 
officers,  engineers,  and  agents  to  enter  upon  any  land  for  on  kada  for

Company,  th'^  Milwaukee  and  Fond  du  Lac  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  the  LaCroese  and  Milwaukee  Railroad  Com- 
pany, companies  duly  incorporated  and  organized.

Tlhe  People  of  ths  State  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  encUct  a^  follows  : 

Section  1.    The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  county  of 
Stiperrieoni     LaCrosse  are  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  for  the  said 
authorized  to  county  any  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand 
wbMribo  for  doUars^  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Milwaukee  and  La- 
Crosse Railroad  Company,  or  any  other  rail  company 
whose  road  may  pass  through  said  LaCrosse  county,  and 
pay  for  the  same  in  the  bonds  of  said  county,  payable 
within  twenty  years,  with  interest  payable  annually  mtli^Q 
city  of  New  York,  not  exceeding  seven  per  cent 
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Sec.  3.  The  shares  of  stock  in  said  Bailroad  Company  stock  pledged, 
thus  taken  hj  said  county,  and  all  dividends  arising  from 
the  same,  are  hereby  irrevocably  pledged  for  thejpayment 
of  the  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds;  Providedy 
however.  That  the  board  of  Supervisors  of  said  county  • 
may  sell  such  shares,  but  the  proceeds  thereof  and  inter- 
est shall  still  be  pledged  to  pay  the  interest  and  principal 
of  said  bonds.

Tne  people  of  the  State  of  Wieooneifiy  represented  in 
Senate  cmdAeeomblyj  do  enact  aefoUowe  : 

Section  1.    The  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Keno-  Oonmioii 
sha  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  to  the  SP^^^J^,*"" 
Green  Bay,  Milwaukee,  and  Chicago  Eailroad  Company  jg^  bonis, 
the  corporate  bond  or  bonds  of  said  city,  for  the  payment 
of  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  one  nundred  thousand 
dollars,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  said  railroad.

Sec.  2.  Said  Bridge  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to 
obstruct  tlie  free  navigation  of  said  river,  and  shall  forev- 
er remain  free  from  toll  for  passing  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  Any  pei-son  or  persons  who  shall  do  any  wil- 
ful or  malicious  injury  to  said  Bridge,  shall  be  liable  to  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof,  for  the  amount  of  such  damages 
to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and 
in  addition  thereto,  upon  complaint  being  made,  may  be 
punished  as  now  provided  by  law.

the  amount  of  compensation  and  damages  to  be  paiu  br 
such  company  to  such  supervisors  therefor.  Every  suca 
agreement  with  the  supervisors  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
i£all  be  filed  in  the  town  clerk's  office  of  the  town,  and 
fiuch  compensation  and  damages,  when  paid  to  the  super- 
visors, shall  be  expended  by  them  in  improving  the  hig^ 
ways  of  such  town.  They  may  erect  toll  gates  and  enct 
toll  £rom  persons  traveling  on  said  road,  not  exceeding  two

A  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitutea  quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  any  business,  thev  shall  meet 
at  such  times  and  places,  and  be  convened  m  such  man- 
ner as  they  shall  decide  upon ;  they  shall  elect  by  ballot 
one  of  their  own  number  to  be  President,  who  shaU,wh«i 
present,  preside  at  all  meeting  of  the  directors,  and  when 
absent,  the  directors  may  appoint  a  president  pro  tem.  Ibe 
board  of  directors  shall,  appoint  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and 
engineers,  superintendents,  agenta  and  other  officers  as 
they  may  find  necessary,  fix  their  comi)ensation,  and  may 
demand  adequate  security  for  the  faithfid  discharge  of. 
their  reepe  ctive  duties  and  truets,and  may  fill  any  vacancy 


which  may  occmr  in  their  own  board.  The^  sliaH  pre- 
scribe the  time,  manner  and  proj^ortions  in  which  the  said 
■stockholders  shall  pay  the  money  due  on  their  respec- 
tive shares,  and  to  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the  company 
the  share  or  shares  of  any  person  failing  to  pay 
any  instalments  so  required;  to  regulate  tolls  and  charges 
for  the  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers*;  to  make 
such  covenants,  contracts,  and  agreements  with  any  per- 
son or  persons,  copartnership,  or  corporation  whatsoever, 
as  the  execution  and  management  of  the  works 
convenience  and  iiaterests  of  the  company  may  require ;  to 
make  any  contract  or  agreement  which  they  shall  think 
proper  with  any  other  raikoad  company  for  the  leasing 
or  purchasing  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  railroad  con- 
structed or  to  be  constructed  by  such  railroad  company; 
to  make  and  establish  such  by-laws,  rules,  orders,  and  reg- 
ulations, not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  as  they  shall  think  ne- 
cessary for  tlie  well  ordering  of  the  afmirs  of  said  com- 
pany, and  in  general  to  superintend  and  direct  all  of  the 
operations,  receipts,  disbursements,  and  all  other  affairs 
and  proceedings  of  said  company.

necessary  engines,  tenders,  cars,  and  other  conveniences 
for  running  said  road,  and  they  shall  have  power  to  con- 
nect the  said  railroad  with  any  other  railroad  or  branch 
railroad  in  this  State,  and  to  operate  the  same  in  connec-

Chap.  299.     The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represenUd  t» 
Smote  <ma  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  That  the  Supervisors  of  any  town  iliroiigh 
which  the  Port  Washington  amd  Newbury  Plank  and 
Turnpike  Road  »ay  be  located,  and  of  the  towns  at  either 
«ad  ot  said  plank  road,  by  and  with  the  conaentof  a  rsor

sary amount  of  money  for  which  they  shall  issue  the  bonds 
or  obligations  of  such  towns,  signed  by  the  Supervisors  of 
the  same,  in  amounts  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  which 
bonds  or  obliffations  shall  be  made  negotiable,  bearing  in-

Bay  Bailroad  Company,  and  theLaCrosse  and  Milwaukee 
Kailroad  Oomnany,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars each,  in  tne  corporate  bonds  of  said  countv,  in  the 
usual  form  of  municipal  corporation  bonds,  payable  in  the

sixth  to  make  all  such  regulations  and  by-laws  necessary

and  not  inconsistant  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this 
State. 

Sec.  7.    No  religious  test  or  qualifications  shall  be  re-  KeUriooa  (eet 
quired  of  any  trustee  of  said  corporation  nor  of  any  student 
or  teacher  of  said  institution. 

Sec.  8.    This  act  may  be  auiended#:)r  altered  by  any 
future  legislature.

F.  Tompkins,  H.  O.Clark,  E.  L.  Di-  Comimaalaa- 
mock,  N.  B.  Gasten  and  DeLorma  Brookn,  be,  and  they  *"• 
are  hereby  appointed  commissionei-s,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  majority  of  whom  subscriptions  may  be  receiv- 
ed to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Jane^iville,  Boloit  and  Ful- 
ton railroad  company,  hereby  incorporated,  and  they  may 
cause  books  to  boopened  at  such  times  and  places  as  they

Tlie  said  company  before  opening  their  road 
through  enclosed  ground,  shall  erect  sucn  fencing  as  shall 
preserve  such  enclosure  entire,  and  shall  before  they  com 
mence  to  use  their  road  as  a  railroad  erect  a  good  and  suffi- 
cient fence  on  both  sides  of  their  road  through  all  such 
enclosed  gi-ounds,  and  shall  maintain  the  same. 

Sec.  17.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  pubUc 
act,  and  shall  be  favorably  construed  to  effect  the  purpose 
thereby  intended,  and  copies  tliereof  printed  by  au- 
thority of  the  State  shall  be  received  as  evidence  there- 
of in  all  cases. 

Sec.  18.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

Commission- 
Daniel   Bromley,  Oskin  Gray,  Lyman   Fargo,  Harrison  ®"' 
lieed,  F.  M.  Powers,  and  Edward  Eastman  be  and  they 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  under  the  direction 
<»f  a  majority  of  whom  subscriptions  may  be  received  to 
the  capital  stock  of  the  Fort  Howard  and  Lake  Winne- 
bajjo  liailroad  Company,  hereby  incorporated ;  and  they 
may  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  &u(di  times  and  places  BooH  when 
4is  they  may  dircct  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscrip-  opened,

sons and  property  as  they  shall  irom  time  to  time  think 
reasonable.

The  mayor  and  city  council  of  said  city  are 
hereby  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Milwau- 
kee and  Watertown  Railroad,  company  the  whole  or  anr 
portion  of  the  city  bonds  which  the  said  city  voted,  to  aid 
m  the  construction  of  said  Railroad,  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  on  by  the  parties. 

Sec.  3.  The  act  entitled  an  act  to  authorize  the  city  of 
Amendment.

ize the  said  city  to  loan  its  credit  to  any  Plank  Road  com*
